GDR COOPERATION, FRIENDSHIP WITH HUNGARY, CSSR REVIEWED

{Text} On 4 April 1945 all territory of Hungary had been liberated from 
fascism by the Soviet Army. Four weeks later the hour of Liberation also 
came for the German people. The Soviet people's act of liberation paved 
the way to a fundamental new beginning for the German and the Hungarian 
people, that of socialist development. Both the GDR and Hungary made use 
of this historic opportunity. Both fraternal socialist countries, which 
are today constructing the developed socialist society under SED and MSZMP 
leadership, are firmly and irrevocably united with the Soviet Union and 
reliable members of the socialist community. What they have in common 
forms a stable foundation for the firm alliance betwr n our two countries. 
The GDR people, approaching the 35th anniversary of ts liberation, com- 
memorates together with the Hungarian people the 35. anniversary of 
Hungary's liberation from fascism as a joint day of celebration. 


The Formation of a New Type of Relations Between Our States and Peoples 


Every phase in the socialist construction in our countries and in the 
development of the socialist world system as a whole has been associated 
with a deepening of relations .etween the GDR and Hungary. Our countries’ 
contribution to creating a new type of international relations within the 
emerging and consolidating socialist world system was both a result and a 
requirement or the antifascist-democratic or the people's democratic trans- 
formation in the GDR and in Hungary, which the revolutionary and trans- 
forming activity of the workers class would then purposefully carry over 
into the socialist revolution. In the early years, the centerpiece in the 
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cooperation of the states in the socialist world system, along with their 
cooperation in construction, lay in the defense of the just accomplished 
results cf socialist development againat the frenetic resistance from reac- 
tavn, the defense againat the iwperialist policy of aggression. CEMA emerged 
and, a8 @ response to the aggressive NATO policy and the inclusion of FRG 
imperialiem in that military bloc, so did the Warsaw Pact, the socialist 
defense alliance, which both have become the main organs for our multi- 
lateral cooperation. 


For the GDR it initially was a matter of breaking out of the international 
isolation into which the crimes of Hitler fasciem had led the German people. 
That task was solved through including the GDR on equal terms in the growing 
cooperation, spelled out by treaties, within the emerging socialist world 
system. The SED did all it could to place its relations with other peoples 

on a foundation of trust. The basis for it was a policy which the KPD Central 
Committee had outlined in its appeal as early as 1] June 1945: "Peaceful 

and good neighborly fellowship with other peoples. A decisive break with 

the policy of aggression and violence toward other peoples, with the policy 

of conquest and despoliation." 


That was confirmed in 1946 in the "SED Principles and Goals," the document 
of the unification party congress. 2 That representatives of 10 communist 
and workers parties, the fraternal Hungarian party included, took part in 
the Second SED Congress in September 1947 reflected their appreciation for 
that policy. 


Even at that time, prior to the founding of the GDR, the impulses for our 
cooperation came from the relations among the fraternal parties. In June 1948, 
the chairmen of the SED, Wilhelm Pieck and Otto Grotewohl, attended the 
unification congress of the Communist and the Social Democratic Party of 
Hungary. On that occasion they engaged in negotiations with Hungarian 
government representatives aiming at the development of cooperation on a 
confident and friendly foundation and at developing economic relations for 
the purpose of concluding a trade agreement between what was then the Soviet 
Zone of Occupation and Hungary. On 30 June 1948 an agreement was signed in 
Budapest on commodity and financial transactions for one year anticipating 
commodity deliveries at the scale of $ 6 million. That was_the first agree- 
ment between the organs emerging in the GDR and in Hungary. 


A few days after the founding of the GDR, on 19 October 1949, the Hungarian 
government announced "it intended to establish diplomatic relations with 
the GDR which it recognized as a sovereign state." That same day, a trade 
and financial agreement was signed in Budapest, to which a supplementary 
agreement was added on 19 March 1950. 


As the result of the first visit of a high-ranking GDR government delegation 
in Hungary, Deputy Premier Walter Ulbricht and Premier Istvan Dobi of Hungary 
signed the first basic document on their bil:teral relations, the "Joint De- 
claration of the Provisional Government of te GDR and the Government of the 








Hungarian People's Republic” of 24 June 1950, It defined their identical 
foreign policy goals and tasks and the starting points for the development 
of mutual relations. Both sides agreed that securing the most favorable 
external conditions for the revolutionary transformation within their coun- 
tries was their most important foreign policy concern. As the main foreign 
policy taska they agreed on it mentioned the preservation and consolidation 
of peace and announced they would ‘strengthen vis-a-vis the imperialist 
aggressore the peace camp"? rallied around the Soviet Union. The joint 
declaration was a link in the chain of similar documents the GDR signed at 
that time with the people's democracies. Signed also were on that 24 June 
1950 a scientific-technical cooperation agreement and the first cultural 
agreement. 


After the end of the successful negotiations, GDR President Wilhelm Pieck, 
on 2? June 1950, sent a letter to Preatdial Council Chairman Sandor Ronai 
of Hungary in which he paid tribute to the historic importance of these 
agreements. He made the point that previously German-Hungarian treaties 
had been dictated by imperialist and fascist policy and then continued by 
saying: "In contrast, the representatives of our two governments have con- 
cluded accords that serve the safeguarding of peace, the establishing of 
friendly relations on the basis of equal.cty and mutual respect, and will 
meet with undivided approval from all peace-loving peoples. These peace 
and friendship agreements could be concluded because our governments can 
rely on the trust from the people's masses and because we are t'ed together 
by our close friendship with the Soviet Union, "6 


The fraternal relations between our parties, states and peoples also stood 
up well in complicated situations. In support of measures the SED Central 
Committee had passed in June and July 1953 for further strengthening our 
workers and farmers power and improving our economic situation, the USSR 
and the other people's democracies granted effective assistance. Among 
other things, additional trade was agreed upon. Hungary also increased its 
deliveries and, through the supplemental protocol] of 15 August for the 1953 
trade agreement in effect, agreed to temporarily greatly revising the 
structure of exports to the GDR. 


In a telegram on 4 November 1956, W. Pieck in behalf of the GDR people 
welcomed the formation gf Hungary's revolutionary workers and farmers govern- 


ment under Janos Kadar. Premier 0. GCrotewohl informed J. Kadar of the GDR 
government decision to make available, free of charge, goods valued at 
M 22 million for supporting the Hungarian working people in surmounting 


the heavy damage and supply difficulties caused by the counterrevolution. 


In August 1961 the Hungarian government, through an official declaration, 
fully backed GDR measures in securing its national border and forcing back 


aggressive acts and designs by imperialism that amounted to a change in the 
status quo and constituted an immediate threat to peace and security in 
Europe. It stated: ‘The Hungarian government without hesitation supports 


the government of the fraternally allied GDR in protecting the state 











sovereignty and security of the GDR." It identified itself with che pro- 
posale by the Soviet Union and the GDR for resolving the situation that had 
arisen in Central Europe and declared its willingness "actively to take part 
in all actions aiming at the safeguarding of peace in Europe." 


On a Firm Basia 


Closely connected with coming to the end in creating the foundations of 
socialism in both countries, the concerted actions by our parties, states 
and peoples were increasingly marked by all-round cooperation. This in- 
creased the importance of the economic factors. GDR-Hungarian import- 
export rose from 788.3 million valuta marke (at effective prices) in 1960 
to 2,054.5 million in 1970. A joint GDR-Hungarian economic commission was 
set up in 1962. It has stood up well as the central government organ for 
deliberating on and coordinating all important matters in their bilateral 
economic and sclentific-technical cooperation. Consultations on th. highest 
level and more extensive foreign policy coordination became regular pro- 
cedure. 


An important step in developing those bilateral relations was the signing 

of the friendship, cooperation and mutual assistance treaty of 18 June 1967. 
It formed the first document of principle in terms of international law on 
the relations between the two states since the joint declaration of 1950. 

It had proven necessary to redefine the framework of international law 

for a broader and more complex cooperation. ith the creation of the 
foundations of socialism, establishing the developed socialist society had 
become an objective agenda item in both countries. The new forms in the 
bilateral and multilateral cvuoperation among the countries of the socialist 
community had to be given commensurate consideration. A still closer and 
coordinated foreign and security policy cooperation among the fraternal 
countries became necessary, especially in the struggle for safeguarding 

peace and security in Europe. To ensure that also for the area of bilateral 
relations between the GDR and Hungary, the friendship, cooperation and mutual 
assistance treaty was signed which in all its e’ements was based on socialist 
internationalism. 


In the 1970's, the rapprochement among the socialist countries appeared more 
and more as an inevitable phenomenon in the socialist world system. Pro- 
ceeding from there, and in conjunction with the deliberate and target- 
directed line taken by the SED and the MSZMP on establishing the developed 
socialist society in our countries, the rgjations between the GDR and 
Hungary experienced a noticeable upswing. Of decisive importance to that 
were the accords between SED Central Committee General Secretary and GDR 
State Council Chairman Erich Honecker and MSZMP Central Committee First 
Secretary Janos Kadar. 








A GDR party and government delegation headed by E. Honecker paid an official 
visit to Hungary in February 1972. All areas of their bilateral relations 
were discussed and assessed, and appropriate concrete measures were taken. 
There have thus been since 1973 agreements between the SED Central Committee 
and the MSZMP Central Committee on developing their cooperation in the agit- 
prop field and in the fields of the sciences, education and culture that 
were signed by the competent central committee secretaries and were sub- 
sequently rendered more precise through working programs. On this basis 








the steady exchange of experiences between delegations and consultation 
groupa is handled on the departmental! level between the SED Central Com- 
mittee and the MSZMP Central Committee. In fulfillment of the accorda 
between Erich Honecker and J, Kadar in 1972, a government-level commission 
for the cultural and sctentific cooperation between the two states was set 
up in 1973 that coordinates the joint projects in that sphere and super- 
vises and supports the current agreements. The llth session of the joint 
economic commission conferred in April 1972 on effective forms for co- 
operation in solving the long-range caske of the two economies. Sub- 
sequent conferences of the commiesion and regular meetings between the 
commission chairmen are continuing that activity systematically. SED 
Central Committee Politburo member and chairman of the GDR Council of 
Ministers Willi Stoph, in a November 197° Hungarian television interview, 
made the point that the official visit by the GDR party and government 
delegation headed by Erich Honecker h . initiated "a new stage in the 
friendly relations between our parties, states and peoples." 


The higher level of mutual relations is most strikingly reflected by the 
friendship, cooperation and mutual assistance treaty of 24 March 1977, 
signed in the outcome of a visit by a Hungarian party and government 


delegation headed by J. Kadar in Beriin. [It is the consequence of the 
results achieved in establishing the developed socialist society in both 
countrie , of the new quality of cooperation between the SED and the MSZMP, 


and of the higher level of cooperation between the GDR and Hungary, the 
continuing rapprochement among the states in the socialist community and 
the changes in the international arena. 


On the occasion of the 30th GDR anniversary, J. Kadar was in Berlin 

heading a Hungarian party and government delegation. During that visit 
both sides expressed their gratification about the high level of mutual 
relations. Within the scope of the further development of the fraternal 
relations between the SED ard the MSZMP, SED Central Committee Politburo 
members Hermann Axen, Kurt Hager and Konrad Naumann went on working visits 
to Hungary in 1979. Study delegations of the parties in 1979 informed thenm- 
selves, among other things, about topical issues in economic development 
and the activity of the executive party organs. 


An expression of the purposeful and close foreign policy coordination 
betweon the GDR and Hungary was the visit in Budapest by Foreign Minister 
Oskar Fischer on 23 anc 26 August 1979. Both sides noted with satisfaction 
that relations were smoothly and successfully developing in all areas in 
implementation of the 1977 friendship treaty and of the accords reached 
between FE. Honecker and J. Kadar. In the spirit of the Moscow declaration 
by the Warsaw Pact member states, the ministers reiterated the intention of 
both states to continue their activities for safeguarding peace and deepenirg 
detente and for ending the arms race and real disarmament steps. They 
stressed the need for SALT If and made the point that the European peoples 
expected the consolidation of European security and the deepning of co- 
operation of the Madrid conference. The practice of regular meetings and 
consultations on the various levels between both foreign ministries was 
continued. 











The foreign trade turnover between the GDR and Hungary came to more than 

6 billion valuta mark in 1979, Specialization and cooperation products 
held a 32=percent share in the commodity volume agreed on. The focal point 
of the 18th session of the GDR-Hungarian joint economic commission in June 
1979 were measures for further implementing the accords on expanding and 
deepening economic and scientific-technical cooperation as made on the 
highest level in 1977 and between the Council of Ministers chairmen of the 
GDR and Hungary in November 1978. Moreover, that session assessed the 
stage of plan coordination for from 1981 to 1985. Five-year plan coordina- 
tion also was the purpose of the visit in Hungary, late in September 1979, 
of Gerhard Schuerer, SED Central Committee Politburo candidate and chairman 
of the GDR State Planning Commission. During a visit to the GDR in April 
1979 by Prof Lenard Pal, chairman of the state committee for technical 
development of Hungary, measures were agreed on for still better utilizing 
acientific-technical cooperation and its basic trends for the time after 
1980, 


The seventh session of the commission for cultural and scientific coopera- 

t. hetween the GDR and Hungary was held in Berlin in November 1979. It 
comeucted an experience exchange on the cultural and scientific activities 

in working class and youth centers and familiarized itself with the acti- 
vity of territorial cultural institutions in Neubrandenburg Bezirk. They, 
moreover, discussed there matters of preparing a 1981-1985 culture working 
plan as a long-term orientation toward the relations in culture, science 

and education based on five-year working plans coordinated with economic 
five-year planning. The focus in jointly paying tribute to high points 

in national development was, in the GDR, a number of events in honor of the 
60th anniversary of the Hungarian Soviet Republic and, in Hungary, various 
measures in commemoration of the 30th GDR anniversary. The Hungarian 

Soviet Republic, for example, was paid tribute to by a science conference 
sponsored by the Hungarian Embassy in the GDR, the Central Institute for 
History under the GDR Academy of Sciences, the joint GDR-Hungarian historical 
commission, and the House of Hungarian Culture. The introductory lecture was 
given by Prof Dr Otto Reinhold, SED Central Committee member and rector of 
the Social Science Academy under the Central Committee. In Berlin and in 
Erfurt Bezirk, Hungarian films were shown from 5 to 9 April 1979 in honor 

of the 60th anniversary of the Hungarian Soviet Republic. 





Within the scope of the joint tribute to the 30th GDR anniversary, Hungary 
sponsored GDR music and film events and, in September 1979, showed GDR 
television programs on Hungarian television for a whole day. GDR friendship 
days were held in March 1979 in the Gyor-Sopron District, with a delegation 
from its partner bezirk Erfurt in attendance. Baranya District held a 
friendship week in July 1979, with the city of Schwerin attending. The 

third Friendship Festival, starting on 20 August, Hungary's national 
holiday, in the North Hungarian district of Borsod, and jointly sponsored 
by the Patriotic People's Front and the Budapest cultural centers of socialist 
countries, was dedicated to the 30th GDR anniversary. The Csepel Works, 
Hungary's largest industrial enterprise, played host to a Hungarian-GDR 








Priendship Week in October 1979, So it turns out tha. the friendship 
between our two countries has truly become a genuine concern for our 
peoples. It is also reflected by the development of touriem: 1,3 million 
GDR citizens traveled to Hungary between | January and 30 November 1979 
while 548,000 Hungarian citizens came to the GDR. 


During the 1970's, the scope of GDR-Hungarian cooperation has grown and 
cooperation itself has assumed new qualitative features. The intensity 

and systematic aspect of these relations have noticeably increased in all 
areas and on all levels. Under SED and MSZMP leadership, the inevitable 
rapprochement process is being exterded in accordance with current re- 
quirements and the given opportunities. It offers a good guarantee for that 
the tasks of the developed socialist society in both countries can be 
solved successfully in the 1980's, jointly and in alliance with the other 
fraternal countries, especially the Soviet Union, This optimistic prospect 
is made possible by the experiences of more than 30 years of fruitful 
development. The start of that development, the Soviet people's act of 
liberation, will never be forgotten in either country

GDR-C gechoslovakia

[Text] Anniversaries of historic rank have alwaye been an occasion for re- 
viewing a successful road taken. Of far-reaching importance for the de- 
velopment of GDR-CSSR relations was that historic act of liberation by the 
Soviet Union 35 years ago which the peoples are commemorating these weeks. 
It created the prerequisites for a historic change in their relations 
toward a truly new, internationalist fellowship between the two states and 
their peoples which today, ae the result of revolutionary processes, are 
firmly anchored within the community of socialist states and united in the 
struggle for peace and social progress. 


The beginning of GDR-CSSR relations was made by a comprehensive international 
law document eigned 30 years ago. On 23 June 1950, the governments of both 
atates in Prague agreed on their joint declaration ae a political basis for 
their alliance relations. Together with the other treaty arrangements the 
GDR had made with the USSR and the people's democracies, the joint declara- 
tion with the CSSR aleo ensured the GDR's gredual inclusion in the circle 

of socialist states. 


In their joint declaration the GDR and the CSSR formulated and espoused 
identical positions and principles that have since determined their coopera- 
tion: 


First, they formulated the inseparable connection between socialism and 
peace which the historic experiences of their peoples had confirmed. They 
consequently declared that only in a close alliance with the Soviet Union, 
"that mighty bulwark of peace,” could they find a guarantee for “their 
common basic goal of preserving and securing peace.” 


Second, both governments underscored “that their joint commitment to pre- 
serving and securing peace was both facilitated and reinforced by there 
existing no controversial and open questions between their two states."! 


The fact that they assured each other of having no territorial or border 
claims on each other was concrete evidence to their policies’ being directed 
at the safeguarding of peace in Europe. It was characteristic of the GDR 
that it condemned the Munich Agreement, repudiating that infamous Diktat 

by the big imperialist powers as negating the vital interests of the peoples 
in Czechoslovakia. The fundamentally new character this German state mani- 
fested in this formed a decisive basis on which in subsequent years 4 
relationship of confidence could develop between the peoples of both states. 





Thie was all the more true in that it took 4 complicated struggle by the 
USSR and the other states in the soctalist community, and fundamental 
changes in the international power balance, for wreating from the other, 
the impertaliet, German etat. 23 years later the recognition that in terme 
of international law the Munich Agreement of 1938 was null and void, 





Third, the joint declaration formed the baste for stable and permanent co- 
operation and mutual assistance, its essence being to “strengthen the bonds 
of friendship between their peoples and states." 


Thue from the outset GDR-CSSR relations were based, without reservation or 
reatraint, on the tdea and the goal to eradicate German imperialiem and ite 
roote of nationalietic hatred and distrust between the peoples and to open 
up instead the traiie through Saxon Switzerland and the Ere Mountains as 
truly vital arteries in international understanding. That task was the 
deciared goal of the communiete on both sides of the national border and 
the legacy of the antifascist resistance struggle by German and Czech 
patriote. 


W. Pleck and K. Gottwald, the firec worker presidente of their peoples and 
atates, exerted a significant influence on the birth and growth of this 
fundamental change in the relationship between the two neighbors. During 
their mutual estate visite in 1951 and 1952, they formulated tasks of truly 
historic and long-term range. Even during this early period in GDR-CSSR 
relations they based those thoughte on the conviction that a firm and ir- 
revocable alliance and an all-round rapprochement between their states and 
peoples could come only through national state development and national un- 
folding. Klement Gottwald in ‘952 outlined the tasks of both states and 


their mutual relations, the implementarcion of which reached a remarkable 
degree of intensity especialivy in the 1970's. He emphasized in this context: 
“The meaning and purpose of our work i to make the people prosper and our 
economy and culture blossom.” With reference to the indispensable safe- 


guarding of peace he remarked that ‘thie etruggle effects all the more our 
rapprochement | 


The guarantee underlying the development of these historically new relations 
between our peoples has been that in a]l these veare the GDR and the CSSR 


developed their alliance, in every phweeo!f their revolutionary advances, 

side by side with the USSR. “Our new relationship of good neighborliness 

and eincere friendship will be indestructible and permanent,” Wilhelm Pieck 
emphasized in 1951, “because it reli: the firm foundation of our common 
triendship with the Soviet Union. 

The GDR-CSSR friendship, cooperation and gutual assistance treaty, signed in 
Oetober 1977. le the reeult of our 3 veare of relations and stakes out their 
deveiopmentai trende over a iong historic period. its authority in terms of 
international law eneures thoee criteria ‘or their cooperation that conform 

to the metruction of the developed eocialist soctety in both states. The 


relations between both etates logically entail all domains of public life. 














The all-round development of new and truly friendly bonds between the 
peoples on either side of Saxon Switeerland and the Ere Mountains continues 
to be the particular concern of the SED and the CPCZ, whose collaboration 
decisively staked out and guaranteed the direction, scope and quality of 
overal! relations. As 4 mobilising force, the tried and tested fighting 
alliance between the SED and the CPCZ ensured the all-round and dynamic 
development of our mutual relations, Especially throughout the last decade 
growing variety and increasing effectiveness have informed the opinion and 
experience exchange between the two fraternal parties. These overall GDR- 
CSSR relations received decisive impulses from the outcome of friendly 
meetings and visite with each other of both parties’ central committee 
general secretaries, £. Honecker and G. Husak. Of special importance to 
proceeding toward a higher stage in the alliance, characterized by an all- 
round expansion and deepening of the fraternal relations, was the meeting 
of party and government delegations of both states at Lany in November 1971. 
The meetings of Lany (1971 and 1976) and Dresden (1979) and the party and 
atate delegations’ vieite (1972, 1974 and 1977) formed a framework for the 
total of 25 meetings between the two general secretaries since 1°,. 
Furthermore, regular working conferences of politburo or presidium © vere 
and candidates and of SED and CPCZ central committee secretaries lec .o 
the tried and tested forms for the leadership mechanist in their cooperation 
and ensured a amooth reciprocal information and experience exchange and 
policy coordination on basic matters. There have been more than 70 such 
meetings since the Eighth SED Congress and the 14th CPCZ Congress. Since 
1972 the SED and CPCZ have agreed on biannual plans for delegation and 
experience exchange and their mutual party relations as a contractual 

form for their cooperation. 


During their friendly meeting on 6 and 7 June 1979 in Dresden, Erich 
Honecker and Gustav Husak confirmed “their firm resolve further to deepen 
the traditional relations between the two fraternal parties."> 


The exchange of study delegations and consultation groups as well as joint 
seminars have stood up well as forms of cooperation between the fraternal 
parties. There have been more than 100 such contacts since 1971. Stable 
contractual] relations under SED and CPCZ management were set up between 
Dresden Bezirk and the Northern Moravian Ostrava District, Karl-Marx-Stadt 
Bezirk and the Northern Bohemian Usti nad Labem District, and between Gera 
and the Western Bohemian Plzen District. All 10 districts of the CSSR as 
well as Prague and Bratislava maintain partnership relations with GDR 
bezirks and its capital which, under the leadership by the competent organs 
in both fraternal parties, have become the concern of state organs, social 
organizations, enterprises and institutions. Numerous direct contacts 
between GDR and CSSR work collectives and working people attest to the 
breadth and quality of this development. 


The SED and the CPCZ attach great importance to the cooperation of state 
organs and social organizations, which attained a significant scope and 
high quality in the 1970's. Its systematic character has been further 
strengthened. Its special distinction today is that it is aimed much 
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more than it weed to be at making an effective use of the partner's moet 
progressive experiences in socialist construction and the joint clarification 
of long-range matters in the different fields, 


Treaty relations between the two states were basically expanded or renewed 

in thie period, Of the GDR-CSSR' 5) treaties and government agreements now 
in force, 34 alone were concluded within the last 10 years. These treaties 
and agreements reflect the cooperation level attained and to a crucial degree 
form the legal baste for relations to the period of the conetruction of the 
developed socialist society in our two countries, Moreover, both sides are 
incessantly working on further perfecting the exieting treaty system in 
conformity with the high demandes of the } October 1977 friendship, coopera- 
tion and mutual assistance treaty. 


The demanding taske for the continued construction of the develuped socialist 
society call for intensive SED-CPCZ cooperation and experience exchange as 


much as do the probleme resulting from complicated and contradictory inter- 
national events. 


Poreign Policy Cooperation 


The GDR and the CSSR are developing their foreign policy cooperation on the 
basis of the resolutions of the Ninth SED Congress and the i5th CPCZ Congress 
and within the framework of the foreign policy line collectively elaborated 
and agreed upon by the Warsaw Pact organization and in accordance with the 
ftiendship, cooperation and mutual assistance treaty concluded between them 
in 1977. It is an inseparable element of their fraternal relations engaged 
in in the epirit of socialist internationalien. 


In their cooperation, both etates find « task of the first rank in inces- 
santly consolidating the fraternal alliance of the socialist states united 
within the framework of the Warsaw Pact and CEMA. Other important aim® 

of their joint foreign policy are the development of cooperation with 
states with differing social systeme on the basis of the principles of 
peaceful coexistence and their solidary support for peoples and states 
that have chosen the path of social progrese and of struggle against 
imperialist exploitation and suppression. 


Both states are making an active contribution to the struggle for implemen- 
ting the resolute peace policy of the Soviet Union and the other Warsaw 
Pact member states. In thie sense the CSSR also offered ite well-known 
initiative at the 34th UN General Aesembly, which led to the adoption of 
the declaration on international cooperation for attaining disarmament 
goals. 


Under current conditions, when the enemies of detente in NATO are exacerbat- 
ing the international situation and keep igniting the course of the arms 
race, both etetes, territorially confronted directly with imperialien, 


face the urgent task to do what they can for the continuation of the 














detente policy and for strengthening the struggle against NATO's armaments 
course, on the one hand, and in increasing their efforte for their own 
security, and thus for the security of Europe and the world, in close 
alliance with the Seviet Union and the other fraternal states, on the 
other hand. 


At the same time they direct their foreign policy activities at ensuring 
broad agreement by the European governments and peoples to the idea of 
holding an all-Luropean conference on the political level about the matters 
of political detente, ae submitted at the Budapest conference of the 
foreign ministers committee of the Warsaw Pact member states in May 1979, 
and made more precise at the Berlin conference in December 1979. They are 
working closely together in preparing the Madrid meeting which, in the 
common view of the Warsaw Pact states, must help lend new impulses to the 
etrugele for the implementation of the Helsinki Pinal Act as a whole and 
help make peace in Europe more secure. 


In thie connection the GDR and the CSSR unanimously oppose all attempts 
by imperialist states to interfere in the internal affaire of other coun- 
tries under the pretext of their implementing the Final Act recommendations. 


The foreign policy cooperation between the two states may rightly be called 
extremely close. Our joint struggle for solving the assigned tasks gains 
great effectiveness through the regular meetings of the two countries’ 
foreign ministers, Oskar Fischer and Bohuslav Chnoupek, and a broad mutual 
consultation system involving the deputy ministers, the ministries’ foreign 
affaire departments, the foreign delegations in Berlin and Prague, which 
ranges all the way to operational procedural coordination among our 
diplomats at international conferences. 


Economic and Scientific-Technical Cooperation 


In implementation of the directional SED and CPCZ resolutions and of the 
comprehensive program for socialist economic integration within the CEMA 
framework, GDR-CSSR economic and scientific-technical cooperation has 
received an extremely dynamic development. It significance is going to 
grow further in years to come. 


in conformity with the basic economic law of socialism and with the main 
taske as formulated at the SED and CPCZ party congresses, economic co- 
operation here aims at constantiy improving economic efficiency whereby 
ever better to satisfy the steadily growing material and cultural needs 
of the working people in both countries. 


Due to the high degree of development of the productive forces in both 
countries, an essential factor for our economy's efficience improvements 
lies in purposeful and broad cooperation with the production, science and 
technology in the CSSR. 
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Though the GDR and che CSSR get most of the raw materiale and fuele they 
need from the Soviet Union, longtime stable GDR imports of coke, pit coal 
and rolling material from the CSSR and GDR shipments of potash, soft 

coal briquettes and chemical products to the CSSR constitute indispensable 
positions for the two countries’ economies, GDR=CSSR economic cooperation 
includes 4 great amount of transportation for their mutual trade and for 
international trameit. For example, the traneit of Soviet natural gas for 
the GDR and extensive deliveries between the GDR and the Southeast European 
countries go by way of CSSR territory, The CSSR in turn carries out part 
of ite foreign trade by using GDR transportation routes and porte. 


A clear reflectio of the conetantiy deepening economic cooperation between 
the two estates ie the inerease in their reciprocal trade volumes. In 1950, 
the year in which the first economic and ectentific-technical cooperation 
agreement was signed between the governments of the GDR and CSSR, it came 
to M 103} million. In 1960, when the two countries signed their first long- 
term trade agreement, it came to M 1.592 million. And in 1979, it climbed 
to M 9,290 million. tn the 1970's, their trade became especially dynamic 
when it rose sore than twoeand-a-half times. That makes both the GDR and 
the CSSh a leading foreign trade partner, second only to the Soviet Union. 


In thir mutual trade, machinery and equipment hold the lead with a share of 
over (0 percent. Incustrial consumer goods hold a share of 13 percent. 


The dasic trade eatructure, which has formed and proven itself throughout 
the more than three decades of successful cooperation, gives evidence to a 
high etatue of economic development in both countries and to a high degree 
of interlinkage. In 1979, for instance, circa one-third of their sutual 
trade was due to production specialization and cooperation. The proportion 
is still higher for the reciprocal deliveries in machinery and equipment. 


There are now 220 government agreements, ministerial arrangements and 
specialization and cooperation contracts embracing over 2,000 products and 
product groups. They forma eolid foundation for continued dynamic co- 
operation and socialist economic integration between the two countries. 

The largest joint GDR-CSSR integration project thus far lies in their olefin 
cooperation. On the basis of thie agreement, the GDR first created produc- 
tion capacities for making ethylene and propylene and the CSSR, capacities 
for processing them into aynthetics, and the production got started, with 
appropriate deliveries being made to the partner. After ethylene and 
propylene production capacities are established in the CSSR and processing 
plants in the GDR, both states are going to produce a broad palette of 
synthetics by means of complete production cycles. Olefin cooperation 
increasingly controle their trade in chemical products, their share in 

this trade now coming to one-third. 


The focal noint for ail these specialization and cooperation accords lies 
’ in the demand for increased production efficiency and for mutual advantage. 
it ie a matter that slwaye receives the ereatest attention. For that reason, 














in concluding specialization and cooperation agreements both countries pro- 
ceed from such clear criteria as improved coverage for their economic needs, 
an accelerated application of science and technology ‘ata in production, and 
improvements in their export capacity. Great attention is given to an op- 
timum complexity in specialization and cooperation, that is to say, they 
seek the kind of agreements that would entail R&D, production and the sale 
of products, including sales to third markets. 


In the realization of economically important investment projects, the co- 
Ordination and close cooperation in the two countries’ capacities also have 
been found beneficial for years. This way, two complex installations for 
grain storage and mixed livestock feed production are being built in the 
CSSR which belong among the biggest agricultural investment projects under 
the five-year plan and a rolling train for light sections in the Kuncice 
steel and rolling mill as well, 


Rostock's transoceanic port in the GDR was further developed through CSSR 
support by building a bulk material installation, and a drill bench instal- 
lation for seamless tubing production was set up in the Riesa steel and 
rolling mill. For the reconstruction of the Rudolf Harlass foundry in 
Karl-Marx-Stadt, the major equipment likewise came from the CSSR. Im- 
portant contributions to the implementation of the GDR's energy program 

are Czech deliveries of machinery and equipment for GDR power plants, 

such as Hohenwarte, Wendefurth and Markersbach. 


The long-term scientific-technical cooperation program, in effect for from 
1976 to 1980, is being implemented with good results. In accordance with 
that program, capacities were concentrated on 35 complex objects. As many 
as 45 research cooperation contracts were signed, and circa 2,000 pieces 

of scientific-technical documentation have been exchanged since 1976. 
Agreements on direct scientific-technical cooperation exist among more than 
400 combines, enterprises and facilities. These figures alone signify the 
possibilities existing for jointly using the research potential of both 
countries. Joint research in machine building, electrical engineering and 
electronics, the chemical and the light industry, and in the construction 
industry and in agriculture lead to a further rationalization and improved 
production efficiency in both countries. Through the joint development o. 
progressive technologies and procedures, for instance, a number of selected 
chemical industrial enterprises were rationalized. 


th sides constantly seek to make their research cooperation itself more 
purposeful and effective. The reserves here mainly lie in directly combining 
research cooperation with production cooperation, that is, in ensuring a4 
rapid research data application in production. For that reason their joint 
research after 1980 will concentrate still more on implementing the tasks in 
both countries’ science and technology state plavs. Based on the resolutions 
taken at the lith SED Central Committee plenum, which also issued the central 
guideline for the development of socience and technology, the emphasis will, 
among other things, be placed on the application of microelectronics and 
industrial robots, on the field of energy and materials economy, and on 

their continued joint rationalization of existing production capacities. 
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The joiner economic and actentific-technical cooperation commission, formed 
in December 1957, is doing a great deal for the planning, coordination and 
implementation of the economic cooperation between the two states. Ite 
22nd seaaion in November 1979 dealt with such important questions aa that 
of the cooperation and the statue of fulfillment of the accords made in the 
working conference between Erich Honecker and Gustav Husak in June 1979 on 
basic matters in organizing GDR@CSSPR economic relations and that of the 
etatue of the five-year plan coordination between the two countries for the 
1981-1985 period, 


Both countries estate planning commission chairmen are soon going to sign 
the protoco! on the plan coordivation achieved for the 1981-1985 period. 
That essentially will establish the further long-range prospect for GDR- 
CSSR economic and acientific-technical cooperation on the basis of the 
“basic directions for structuring the economic and ectentific-technical 
cooperation in selected areas between the CDR and the CSSR for the period 





after 1980," which the party and state delegations of both countries ratified 


in October 1977. That is harmoniously integrated within the framework of 
CEMA's long-range programe in existence on socialist economic integration. 


Ideology, Culture and Science 


The two countries’ cooperation in ideology, culture and science also is 
extremely comprehensive and complex. it is aimed in particularly at dis- 
seminating the Marxist-Leninist ideology and strengthening the socielist 
character of our national cultures. From the Czech vantage point, CSSR 
Foreign Minister Sohuelav Chnoupek gave the following assessment of the 
statue attained in 1978: “The scope of CSSR-GDR relations in culture, 
education, ecience ond health is attested to by the fact that they make 
up almost one-fourth of that kind of relations we have with the entire 
world. That by iteelf is indeed a fact to be highly appreciated, which 
expresses not only the quantity but also the considerable quality in our 
mutual relations altogether." 


We have every good reason to say that these intensive relations serve the 
further blossoming and mutual enrichment of the socialist national cultures 
Ae millions of citizens are likely to confirm gladly, these relations con- 
tribute to their increasingly becter satisfying their growing cultural 
needs and to becoming better acquainted with our soctalist neighboring 
country With it, both sides are agreed that the future calls less for 
quantitative increments but mainly for further enhancing the quality and 
effectivneses of our cooperation. 


The signing of the cultural and ecientific cooperation agreement in April 
1979 once again underecored the eresat importance of the cultural relations 
between the two countries. In it the peint ie made that this cooperation 
contributes to the rapprochement between the two states and their peoples 
and to the further shaping of the developed socialist society in our coun- 
tries he GDR and the CSSR consider i » very important matter to 


familiarize their neighboring mtry with their peoples’ revolutionary 








traditions, their socialist way of life, and their achievements in contem- 
porary art, especially that of the workers class and the young generation, 
The agreement at the same time sets the task to promote through cultural and 
scientific cooperation the process of international detente and the peaceful 
cooperation among states in conformity with the CSCE Final Act. 


Comprehensive and massively effective campaigns undertaken on the occasion 
of important anniversaries or other high points in relations have gained 
increasing importance in recent years within the scope of cultural exchange. 
They amount to temporary or partly also local concentration on different 
measures in cultural policy including activities within the scope of partner 
relationships or offer deeper insights into particular areas of the culture 
and art created in the partner country. 


The centerpiece of the comprehensive cooperation and experience exchange in 
the field of university and technical school affairs are the matters of the 
development, planning and direction in this field and of the communist 
education of the students. The joint university and technical school com- 
mission set up between the competent organs of the two states does success- 
ful coordination work here. There are longtime traditions in the direct 
cooperation between universities in both countries, the joint working plans 
of which, among other things, provide for an exchange of t aching personnel, 
science associates, interns and graduate students and for jointly coping with 
research tasks. There are circa 50 universities on both sides that work 
together in this direct fashion. 


An important field of cooperation, in which academic institutions likewise 
do much work, is the joint study and dissemination of the partner's language. 
An important element of cooperation in this field, not last, is the student 
exchange, which has involved circa as many as 1,000 persons annually. 


In June 1978, the governments of the two states signed a protocol on the 
equivalency of educational documents and science degrees and titles made 
out or awarded in the two countries. 


Equally systematic and fruitful have been the relations in public education 
and vocational training. It was agreed at the most recent conference of 

the GDR, CSSR and SSR m_nistries for public education in January 1980 to 
organize their experience exchange still more purposefully and effectively. 
For each side the central point here is found in solving the tasks resulting 
from the GDR's Eighth Pedagogic Congress and the CSSR's all-state teachers 
conference. Mutual support in the training and advanced training of 
teachers of German and “zech also plays a great role in the cooperation in 
this field. 


An important criterion for the new quality in our relations is the direct 
and millionfold participation by the GDR and CSSR working people. It is 
typical of the nature of both states that the mass organizations, especially 
the workers class and the youth, have become active agents and organizers 

of this process of unprecedented scope in the relations between our two 
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countries. The 1971 agreement on travel requiring neither passport nor visa 
paved the way for having citizens of both countries meet each other constantly 
and en masse. On that basis now there are annually more than 6 million 
citizens of both states that use the possibilities for mutually becoming 
acquainted with the history, culture and socialist achievements of the 
neighbors’ country. It is the declared goal of both parties and states 

"co keep effectively developing their relations and actively promote the 
gradual rapprochement process between the peoples of both socialist states 

in conformity with che current and future requirements for the shaping of 

the developed socialist society,"/

The purpose of Civil Defense--of the reliable protection of mankind and 
of production=--means that Civil Defense concerns all people, the entire 
society. Therefore, the political ideological work of communists, of 
party organizations, of commanders and of national leaders is and con- 
tinues to be of decisive significance. 


According to decisione by the Politburo of the SED Central Committee, the 
level and effectiveness of the political work must be further heightened 
and the basic principles of Civil Defense, closely related to the problems 
of the entire GDR society and of the international situation, must be 
made convincingly clear. 


Protection in the Interest of Life Offered 


It ie the goal to deepen the citizens’ understanding of the necessity for 
protection of the population and of the economy and to further their readi- 
nese for active cooperation. We, as communists, must again and again make 
the Civil Defense volunteers and the citizens of our country conecious of 
the following:

The communist in social organisations sees to it that the specific contribu- 
tione to the mobilization of citizens and to the fulfillment of Civil 
Defense taske are carried out in the political communal work. 


The communist in the factories, cooperatives, training centers and residen- 
tial areas supports citizens in gaining ueable knowledge, in achieving a 
high level of Civil Defense training, in carrying out measures to protect 
the population and the economy. He helps recruit citisens to aid in Civil

The communist in training centers, Civil Defense leadership and task forces

Complying With Demands

CRIME RATE SEEN RISING; STIFF SENTENCES REPORTED 
Weat German Report

[DPA dispatch from Berlin: “The GDR Ie Also Having Increasing Problema 
With Criminality--Reports on Crimes Appearing More Frequently in East Berlin 
Newapapers." Following this report are translations of several reports from 
the local East German press on recent cases] 


[Text] The GDR is also having increasing problems with criminality. News- 
paper reports abound in cases of fraud, embezzlement, theft and gambling. 
They also often treat the problem of youth criminality, frequently classi- 
fied as “rowdyiam." In LEIPZIGER VOLKSZEITUNG, GDR public prosecutor Eber- 
hard Kun recently explained this greater publicity by saying that publi- 
cizing crimes helped “raise the working people's law awareness." In ex- 
ceptional cases the offenders could even be referred to by name, for in- 
atance in crimes against peace and humanity, but also in cases of “unscru- 
pulous gambling or other crimes which violated the interests of socialist 
society and ite citizens to a marked degree.” 


Even last year, another prosecutor with the office of the attorney-general 
of the GDR, Peter Praybyleki, wrote a newspaper article in which he turned 
againat the auspicion that extensive reporting on crimes, “mainly against 
socialiat property,” might indicate a rising crime rate. "In principle," 
the crime rate had taken a favorable course. In 1978, only 756 crimes had 
been registered per 100,000 inhabitants, compared to 5,514 in the FRG. Yet 
it still amounted to a considerable increase over 1977 in the GDR, for which 
the Statistical Yearbook had reported 693 crimes per 100,000 inhabitants. 


Western experts, in comparing the two states, are pointing to the big dif- 
ferences in their respective crime statistics. The number of established 
crimes in the FRG indubitably was much larger than in the GDR. In terms 
of the figure of incidents per 100,000 inhabitants, the GDR had however 
come back to the situation of 1965. 
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GDR Statistical Yearbooks had published no data on the crime rate between 
1973 and 1977, When it came out again with data in 1977, the Yearbook re- 
ported a decline in the erime rate by 6.8 percent, to 116,170, compared 
with the previous year. But then, in 1978, the rate climbed again by circa 
% percent to 126,620 crimes. Theft, fraud, embezzlement made up roughly 
half of all the ceimes, with “socialist property,” in terme of cases, almost 
as hard hit as private and personal property. 


What keeps recurring in press reports on triale for such offenses ia the 
complaint about lack in controle, “weak pointe" in organization and in- 
adequate vigilance as circumatances facilitating criminal acts. Greed and 
the desire to enrich oneself are given ae the motives. And frequently the 
embezzled, stolen or illegally “lopped off" goods are commodities in short 
supply. Youth criminality on occasion atill is mainly explained as 
"ideological diversion by the enemy," which favored crimes and rowdyiem, 
aggressiveness and interference with events, and contempt for order and 
government authority. 


That offenders cannot expect any excessive clemency, was explained in the 
most recent issue of the theoretical party journal EINHEIT by Klaus Sorge- 
nicht, SED Central Committee department chief, as follows: “The principle 

is clear: anyone who misappropriates socialist property, disturbs public 
order and security, or is convicted for bribery will have to make up for it." 


Bribery for Scarce Items Condemned

[Article by Helge Hinrichs: “In Conflict With Society--That's How It 
Started: Mre X Waved a ‘Blue One' (money)--'Preferential Service’ Leads to 
Court"] 


[Text] In wanting to trace the matter and getting to the bottom of it, 
rhinge probably got started when Mrs X tried in vain in the summer 

of 19/8 in Schwerin to get a freezer. And so she went to Berlin hoping to 
have more luck there. And she wanted to help her luck along a little with 
mom y And it worked. When she turned to the department chief for elec- 
tricu: appliances at the Centrum department store (let us call him Maximi- 
lian) and discreetly waved a “blue one,” he showed consideration for the 
lady from out-of-town. 


Whereas in the case of other customers he would merely indicate regret and 
tell them they should come back later, in Mrs X's case he traded her money 
bill for a purchase contract claim card. And she could get the appliance 
she wanted through wholesale. Back at home, Mrs X talked about how “lucky” 
she had been. And now her daughter and other persons close to her also 
wanted to go and get a freezer. Thus her meetings with Maximilian became 
rather frequent. 














And the scenario wae always the same, Dealing so effectively, Maximilian, 
by the way, got 600 marke richer, These "trump cards” he held, by and by 
running up to five in number, he would soon aleo trade with Berlin customers 
who would have to give him 680 marke per deal, until he was replaced by some- 
one still more peretetent, Careten by name, 


Caraten, before he learned the waiter's trade and became a waiter, had 
received accredita ton ae 4 salesman at the Centrum department estore, and 

ao he turned tosome former colleagues who referred him to Maximilian when 

he let hie wish be known. Although he “only” pocketed 50 marke per 
preferential service, the friendly waiter in this manner acquired 40 freezers 
within a few monthe and did a lusty trade with them because, after all, 

he could not poseibly use them all himself. 


They Even Paid Up to 200 Marke 


Rather, he supplied several of his colleagues in the exclusive restaurant 
in which he worked with theses highly desired items. They did not mind 
paying 50 marke extra. In fact, they even gave Carsten another 100 or 
200 marke for doing their shopping for them. 


The judgment this collective pronounces on Carsten is so positive that 
there could not be the slightest suspicion that anything criminal is afoot 
or that anything antisocial had occurred. Carsten, using his connections 
and making profitable deals thereby, ie made out to be a model in good 


nature by the spokesman of the collective, someone who simply could not say 
no, 


vo doubt, the 30-oldcourteous and neatly dressed person is quite as dili- 
gent, reliable and dedicated as described. On the other hand, through this 
constant bribery he chose an illegal way to get into money and make himself 
well liked whereby he at the same time helped and abetted criminal acts. 
Through Maximilian alone, who made these deals possible for him, 51 freezers 
were withheld from being regularly eupplied to the population. 


Maximilian, the 32-year old department chief, who had worked his way up 
from a communications mechanic, project chief, technical consultant and, 
through correspondence courses, became an economist, and Carsten now are 
facing trial on charges of repeated bribery. In terms of his functions, 
Maximilian, in his management position tn the department store since 1978, 
should have seen to order and security in his area. But he not only 
violated his duties, he shameslessly exploited opportunities for amassing 
personal wealth. 


Sparked xtreme Indignation 


Understandably, such conduct causes extreme indignation among the population. 
Especially when it involves goods that are not available to the desired ex- 
tent. His personal advantage from these deals amounts to M 3,500, that 

of Carsten, to M 3,000. 
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Both the accused have confessed, have no criminal record and certainly 

also have positive sides to show for, personally as well as in their work. 
That, nonetheless, does not weigh heavily enough for justifying a probation- 
ary se tence, however hard it is for the Caraten collective to realize it. 
Behind Maximilian there are hia colleagues, his associates in hie business. 
Many of them may know quite a lot about the problema in customers’ bide for 
preferential services. Yet useing supply problema for one's own profit and 
losing one's professional ethics over a money bill gets you nowhere. 


The sentences pronounced by the Berlin Center city district court for multiple 
bribery are a one-year and two-month prison term and a monetary fine of 

M 6,500 for Maximilian, and a 10-month prison term and a fine of M 5,000 

for Carsten. 





Stiff Sentences for Thefts 
Potsdam MAERKISCHE VOLKSSTIMME in German 16 Apr 80 p 2 


(MARKISCHE VOLKSSTIMME report from Potsdam: "Report From the Courtroom: 
Trafficking in Stolen Goods Resolutely Stopped--Potsdam-City Kreis Court 
imposes Severe Prison Sentences--Trucks, Trailers, Spare Parts Returned to, 
and Questiong Asked of, Their True Owners") 


[Text] Through 5 days of trial from 23 March to 8 April 1980, eig t men, 
up to now working as chauffeurs, warehouse employees, fork lift stackers 

and traffic controls, had to face the Potsdam-City Kreis Court on charges 
of theft of socialist property to an appalling extent. 


For 2 years, by using their familiarity with the locale and operations, 
mainly in the IFA automobile plant of Ludwigsfelde and the VEB freigh 
transport combine of Potsdam, they have been stealing new and out-of- 
service trucks, truck trailers, truck axles and high-grade spare parts, 
some of them in short supply, at a total value of M 260,000. 


The wirepuller for the team of criminals was the 36-year old Wolfgang Ge- 
schwandtner, without regular work for years. He mainly was the one who 
sought to sell the loot to private persons but also to LPG's and KAP's 

and who also unfortunately did find many takers who cared litt... about the 
origin of the vehicles and spare parts offered. G. was involved in a total 
of 30 crimes. Sales being successful, he kept inclined to accepting stolen 
goods and give his "orders" to the other criminals. 





The court sentenced the accused to prison terms between 2 1/4 and 7 1/2 
years. Geschwandtner got 8 1/2 years. As profiteering was recognized as 
the main motive for all the offenders, the court furthermore imposed 
monetary fines between M 1,000 and M 12,000. Geschwandtner was fined 

M 20,000. The convicted have to make good the damage, of course. 
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For the protection of our soclaliat property, the public prosecutor iasued 
arrest warrants and attached Geachwandtner's account, for example, which 
made the money received from the selling of a horae available for making 
up damages. 


Invisible participants in the trial, so to speak, were another eight 
citizens, who confessed and showed understanding and whose criminal in- 
volvement was definitely much smaller than that of the convicted. These 
eight citizens had already been fined between M 2,000 and M 10,000 prior 
to the main trial in penal mandate proceedings. 


The trial makes apparen. that conclusions are called for that go beyond the 
courtroom, Ineuffictent controle, gullibility, disorder and lack of dis- 
cipline facilitate such crimes. 


How was it possible for trucks loaded with stolen goods to pass the gates 

of the automobile plant without any controle? How could an associate of 
Teltow's VEB Commercial Transport dispose of trucks belonging to the enter- 
prise as he saw fit--even for thievery trips? Why did no one notice at 

the Babeleberg enterprise of the motor vehicle combine that high-grade and 
urgently needed spare parts at a value of approximately M 11,000 disappeared 
from the warehouse, that amortized trucks were "sold" on the sly to private 
persons and that people who do not belong to the enterprise could at any 
time, day or night, drive unchecked through the premises of the enterprise? 
These are questions the public prosecutor addressed even before the sentences 
were passed in the form of protests to the general directors in the combines. 


Meanwhile the court has received answers to the protests. They indicate 
the combines have introduced extensive measures for restoring legality 
and for stably ensuring high order and reliable controls. That ranges al! 
the way to disciplinary actions against management personnel who, in 
violating their duties, allowed deficiencies in order and security and in 
observing legaiity. 


When we went to press, the conviction of Geechwandtner and the other seven 
indicted had not yet become legally binding. 


Car Thieves Arrested

[Text] On Tuesday 15 April 1980, the criminal police arrested five criminals 
from Berlin who between February 1979 and March 1980 stole several Lada, 
Wartburg a: / Trabant cars at a value of circa M 120,000 in Berlin as well as 
in the bezirks of Dresden, Rostock, Frankfurt/Oder and Potsdam. After 
changing the license plates they used the cars for themselves or sold them 

to others. An investigation was started, and arrest warrants were issued. 
The cars were confiscated. The criminal police are investigating further 
rimes committed by those criminals. 
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Group of Young Criminala Convicted 
Schwerin SCHWERINER VOLKSZEITUNG in Gorman 29 Apr 80 p 4 


[SCHWERINER VOLKSZEITUNG/GJ report from Schwerin: "No One Has the Right To 
Live at the Expense of Othere--Criminally Organized, Antisocial Group Con- 
victed by Schwerin-City Kreis Court") 


[Text] The penal chamber of the Schwerin-City Kreis Court recently convicted 
on charges of criminal theft and fraud, infringing public order by asocial 
conduct, robbery and abegting robbery, and the violation of state control 
measures a criminally organized and antisocial group to the following prison 
terms: Dieter Bremer, 4 years and 9 months; Petra Milbrandt, 4 years; Volk- 
mar $., 3 1/2 years; Andrea K., 2 1/2 years. For all four, after serving 
their terms, state control measures (e.g., regular reporting to the police 
sector agent). Furthermore, making up damages to several citizens of 
Schwerin. For Bremer there is still another half a year, which was spared 
him for the time being, after the amnesty. With the exception of Petra 
Milbrandt, the convictions have become binding meanwhile. The penal chamber 
proceedings were efficient and were authoritatively chaired by judge Herbert 
Kloock assisted by lay judges Erika Taschenbrecker (economist) and Gerd 
Roggmann (chief training officer with the police). The public prosecutor 
was attorney Rainer Maass. 


The People's Police in Schwerin late in January arrest Dieter Bremer (25) 

and his accomplices Petra Milbrandt (21), Volkmar S. (20) and Andrea K. (19). 
Since late December they have been living, paired-up, in Petra's apartment. 
Between 0900 and 1000 hours they get up and eat something, if there is 
something, then the groups gets going to procure its subsistence, rummaging 
through town. 


On 18 January they spot an old woman at Klosterstrasse. That she is 72 years 
old is of no interest to the four with their criminal designs. Nor do they 
care about the terrible condition into which they are about to throw that 
pensioner or whether their assault might damage the old woman's health, 
damages which the court would very modestly set at 10 marks. 


Wonder whether she has money, Bremer asks. "Then we sent the girls off" 
(Statement at the trial). Volkmar S. snatches the woman's pocketbook, hands 
it to Bremer and both run away in different directions, Bremer all the way 
to Ziegelsee. There, he finds nothing in the pocketbook but a bunch of 

keys and dumps everything in the water. - The pocketbook gets them nothing 
but an action for damages and the evidence of the robbery. But they are 
doing better in hall-ways and basements. Three bicycles and five baby 
carriages (between 8 and 26 January alone) are turned into cash at the scrap 
dealer's. Many basement burglaries in December provide them with the vast 
enjoyment of those delicacies which people are apt to put aside for holidays, 
fine liquor, canned fruit and meats and so forth. Not only do they steal. in 
houses of strangers but also in those of closer acquaintances, at aunts and 
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mothers, that ise, they steal money, bank account authorizations and check 
forms from them. In all these areas they are by no means lazy but restless 
and avid like wolves, the pack led by Dieter Bremer, For regular work they 
have of course no use at all, The evidence is contained in their moat 
recent biographic data. 


Bremer: 12 February 1975 court conviction M 700 fine on charges of bodily 
injury with malice aforethought; 30 July.1977 court conviction 10 months 
in prison for theft; 18 July 1978 court conviction 2 years in prison for 
asocial conduct and theft; 26 November 1979 probational release (amnesty) ; 
29 November 1979 starts doing plasterwork in housing construction; since 

4 December 1979 no more work at all. 


Petra Milbrandt: 5 October 1978 court conviction 10 months in prison on 
charges of antisocial conduct, fraud, forgery of documents; 12 July 1979 
release from prison; 16 July 1979 starts working in a packing material 
plant; since 17 July 1979 loafing for 68 days. 


Volkmer S.: 7 August 1976 court conviction 6 months in prison on charges 

of theft; 13 December 1978 court conviction 6 months in prison for attempted 
theft; 2 August 1979 release from prison; 5 August 1979 starts working at 
LIW; since i6 August 1979 loafing extensively. 


Andrea K.: August 1979 work in a beverage combine; 24 October 1979 severe 
reprimand for unexcused absence; since 5 November 1979 loafing. 


What do they tell the court when questioned why they are not working? 
Bremer (who started on Monday and on Tuesday no longer came to work): 

"I did not like it. I got a cramp in my muscles right away." Milbrandt 
(likewise the day right after she had started work): "Working on that 
machine was no fun.” Volkmar S. (starting on the eighth day after he had 
begun his job): "I did not care for my job." Andrea K. (loafing since 

5 November, since December no longer working at all): "Always had to jump." 
All have work then. Three of them get a job offered right after their re- 
lease from prison. But they do not care for it. Purportedly it has to do 
with the kind of work it is. Yet they make no efforts to find other work. 
The truth is they do not want to work at all. They want to eat and drink at 
our expense. They pay no rent. Subsistence, damages and other debts do not 
interest them. They think nothing of honest, decent living. Discipline 
sounds like a foreign word to them. 


So it is not easy at all to taik with them, not even in the courtroom. They 
do not want to understand anything. The person who indicted them, Ursula 
Kanapi, plumber at the LIW, talks about the diligence of her colleagues at 
the plant and about that every GDR citizen has the opportunity, after all, 
to make a good living through honest work Her words do not touch the 
accused. 
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Lawyer Harald Riedel does get some vague response, at least from Bremer, 

his client, in whom he claims to have discovered some "positive indications 
for improvement," a judgment that does not make much sense. In any case, 
the lawyer himself recommends 3 years and 6 months. Milbrandt's defense 
attorney, lawyer Walctraut Stecker, appeals to he client in all honesty 

"that from now on it @ould be up to her." She considered 3 years and 4 
months adequate. Meanwhile she has put in an appeal. 


Prosecuting attorney Rainer Maase spelled out differences among the members 
of this criminally organized antisocial group living for a few weeks in 
freedom in Schwerin and on call who, in his view, violated fundamental 
interests of the inhabitants of this city, encroached upon the sense of 
law and security among the people of Schwerin, assaulting their personal 
freedom and dignity. The conviction returned by the court respected his 
indictment. 


The trial illuminates that social and state efforts in preventing such 
manifestations have to be increased. Every citizen also is called upon to 
take unremitting steps against them. Questions raised by indignant members 
of the audience in the courtroom surely are of general interest. Please 
write to the legal counsel at SCHWERINER VOLKSZEITUNG (2700 Schwerin, 
Wismarsche Strasse 144/146) and indicate your opinion on the following 
matters, for instance, or on other matters:

Black Market in Stolen Heaters

[Text] The instigator for this sad deal was Dirk (34). He often was in 
trouble financially. Nor can Dirk deny that alcohol too is a good friend 
of his. Sitting and drinking at his usual place with Uwe (35) one evening, 
he asked him: "Do you have any use for heaters? We could both make extra 
money from them." Uwe is a plumber and steel engineer by trade. That is 
why Dirk thought he was the right man for "sales." Dirk’ job? Warehouse 
and shipping department worker at the VEB construction material supply. 
Next to the warehouse of the enterprise there is a municipal purification 
site where Uwe works as heating engineer. There is a fence between the two 
pieces of real estate, and one of its planks was quite loose. 
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Dirk, who already had quite a lot to answer for, having been in trouble 
with the law twice and still “under probation," inveigled his colleague 
Jochen (32) into this black market deal, He first did not really want to 
get into it--which is no surprige because he also has twice been in trouble 
with the law. But uniortunately Jochen still let himself be persuaded to 
transport the four heaters “on orders" to a shed on the other cide of the 
fence. "There I found those things but did not know they were swiped," 

Uwe maintains before the court. Question from the public prosecutor: 

"Why didn't you insist on seeing a receipt?" Uwe's explanation: "Forget 
in all the hurry.” 


One heater was soon sold by the plumber and engineer to a citizen who, 

in a tavern, had indicated interest in it. "It costs only M 2,500 because 
there is no warranty slip with it," Uwe told him. In no way startled by it, 
the citizen paid. 


This is what the spokesman of the collective says about Jochen: "He and 
Dirk--a difference as between day and night. Jochen works diligently. 

He should have confided in someone and rejected this deal." Then at least 
he would not be sitting as a recidivist in the dock of the Leipzig Southeast 
Kreis Court. And so he was convicted for having stolen socialist property 
(The value of the four heaters is more than M 12,000). He got 2 1/2 years 
in prison. Instigator Dirk got 3 years (plus the time still to be served 
from his earlier conviction). Uwe--the names used here are actually not the 
real names--furthermore faced a charge of careless driving that led to a 
serious traffic accident and now has to go to prison for 2 1/2 years and 
then still has to pay damages to his "customers."

{Excerpt} In the course of the past two decades we have experienced a per- 
iod in Hungarian economic and social evolution that witnessed the develop- 
ment and the etrengthening of the sec rity of life in society as a whole. 
Naturally, there are countries where the level of material well-being te 
higher than in oure. But there exiete hardly a capitalist country where con- 
ditions of life are more humane than in cur country. Thie makes it possible 
for us to be increasingly concerned with the question of “how we should 
live,” instead of “from what we should support ourselves.” If we judge 

our current eituation realistically then we must acknowledge that the rapid 
improvement of our material conditions hase not been accompanied by 4 satie- 
factory development of the socialiat way of iife, and of socialist conscious~ 
ness. 


This is logical, of course. Social eonsciousness always develops more 
slowly than economic life. It would be a aletake, however, if we were to 
simply disregard thie retardation in our way of life and in our conscious- 
ness. The development of « socialist society depends to a large degree 
upon the coneclousness of ite people, their way of life, their general and 
epecialiged (level of) education, and on the still persisting bed custom 
and traditional approach to things. 


From emong the taske to be completed, I would like to discuss just a few 
questions concerning general knowledge and occupational training. I be- 
lieve that today--and perhaps today even more so than before--we have to 
view public education and the spread of knowledge as a single process. 

In apite of the increasingly close relationship between the two, however, 
one has the iopreeeion that man's intellectual development is still overly 
education-centered. Naturally, it te still true--and I also subscribe to 
thie view--thet in the development of our cultural revolution, public edu- 
cation occupies e decisive role. The most important institutions of encul- 
turation are etill the echoole. The quantitative development of public 
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education, and subsequently ite qualitative improvement=-i.e, the acquisei- 
tion of basic knowledge in the echoole--ie intimately connected with the 
syetematic development of culture. The acquisition of knowledge and encul- 
turation inside and outeide the echoole can only be thought of as a single 
process. In 1945 we etarted from a low point; we inherited 600,000 illitera- 
tes from the old regime. Today, about 93% of young people complete the 
eighth grade of elementary echool before reaching the age obligatory atten- 
dance ends. Thie ie « major achievement. But there are etill those--and 
they are being produced year after year--who do not finish the eighth grade 
of elementary school. In thie age of advanced socialiem these youngetere 
are “under-educated.” And let us just recall that those who in 1945 en- 
tered school at the age of eix, today are already forty-one yeare old. 

This lag must be eliminated, especially in the latter's ranke, and in the 
ranke of the still younger generations. This is essential, and by the end 
of the millenitum--which is not very far away--we need a much greater per- 
centage of educated people. Up-to-date basic education is necessary to 
establish a more advanced mode of production. And if the gathering of 
atrength te our most important goal during the firet half of the 1980's, 
then an increase in our intellectual capacity aleo means an increase in our 
atrength. We need at the same time general education, professional compe- 
tence, and ideological maturity. 


Together on a Common Path 


In thie great undertaking--1. e. in raising the cultural level of the whole 
nation,--the intelligenteta has a decisive role. We can confidently state 
that as a result of our policy of alliance, our intelligentsia accepts and 
understands this policy. They know that for the first time in our history 
they are witneseing rule by a class that is not an exploiting class. They 
regard every worker, every creative human being as their ally, and they un- 
deratand what Marx meant by "the creative cooperation of creative men." 
Today's intelligentiea ise the intelligentsia of the working clases. Today's 
intelligentsia originated from among the ranks of the people, and serves 
the people. After all, two-thirds of the intelligentsia had parents who 
originaliy were workere or peasants. And thie intelligentsia strives to 
fulfill ite threefold obligation with a great sense of responsibility. 

It serves the people with ite professional knowledge; it ways plays a role 
in the preparing and executing decisions and participates in public affairs; 
and finally through ite attitude and actions, it contributes to the dissemt- 
nation of culture, a scientific world view, and learning. 


At our present stage of development, the intelligentsia plays a key role 

in the transmission of culture. A physician, an engineer, an economist is 
not only obliged to apply and to refresh his knowledge and his professional 
know-how, but he aleo has to strive to pass on this knowledge, so as to aug- 
ment the culture of the nation as a whole. The relative decline of our ma- 
terial resources obliges us to exploit our cultural reserves and to make 
good use of our intellectual capital. Moreover, because this does not re- 
quire special material resources, we are also obliged to strengthen the de- 
velopment of our social consciousness, the formation of public opinion, and 
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the dissemination of both national awareness and spiritual-c 
The intelligentsia has an obligation toward a A. that it yyy 
pay. We have to keep alive the incelligenteta's feeling of obligation to- 
ward the working clase and the peasantry for what the latter did and still 
does to provide the material basie for culcure and education. 


There ie still another problem that has to be solved. The members of the 
intelligenteta rightfully expect that the necessary information needed for 
the execution of their professional and political taske will be made avail- 
able to them. If we fail to satisfy thie need, then even if unwittingly, 
we give advantages to those who through their current positions are in pos- 
session of information which makes it possible for them to lead, not because 
of their basic capacities, but because they are "well informed." The lat- 
ter types make it difficult for those who are gifted to move ahead. They 
not only uee their positions to their own advantage, but they also abuse 
them. If they refuse to supply the needed information to those members of 
our intelligenteta who are worthy of it, then--indirectly--they also demean 


the intelligentsia ae a whole, and deny them the chan 
to fulfill their functions. _ 7 chance and the opportunity 


The Intelligenteia, Education, and the Society for the Pr ti f = 
tific Knowledge (TIT) 4 opagation of Scien 


The functioning of our society is organically linked to social changes, 

to those conditions characterizing the advanced stage of the building of 
socialiem. We based our activities upon the conviction that the role of 
scientific knowledge in social evolution will continue to grow. This con- 
sideration places ever greater obligations upon those who are involved in 
the dissemination of ectentific knowledge. The provisions accepted by our 
Seventh Congress in 1977 are basically in line with the spirit of the MSZMP 
Central Committee's resolution of education and thus with the Education 
Law. The Central Committee's resolution has made education an organic part 
of party work, and thue a political matter. This resolution made it a goal 
to create a closer relationship between education and political activity. 
This principle cannot be applied equally to all aspects of educational ac- 
tivity, but it has to be part of the dissemination of scientific knowledge. 


The party resolution attributes particular significance to the ideological 
requirement that education be used not only to further knowledge, but also 
to aid the cause of socialist culture. 


Thies demande not only a simple dissemination of knowledge, but also an 
ideological struggle against non-socialist phenomena and remnants. One 
aleo has to take measures within the TIT against fads, misinterpreted 
modernizations, ethical loosenese, nonchallance, and views that represent 
the disparagement of ideological indoctrination. Thus, we are speaking 
firet of all about the need for formulating and reinforcing the view that 
education must be more thoroughly linked to the cause of the building of 
socialiem. If the role of science increases within the process of social 
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development, then the demands for the proportion of scientific knowledge 
must aleo increase. 


The party resolution and the law direct our attention specifically to the 
close relationship between education and the political and economic inter- 
este of society. Taking thie as our etarting point, we have increasingly 
enforced the point of view, even in education, that asserts that we have to 
extend ideological and occupational assistance to the workers concerning 
their everyday probleme and obligations. The structure of our society and 
the sizes of the various age-groupe of active workers also encourage us to 
take increasingly into consideration that 59 percent of our active wage 
earnere are workere and 13 percent are members of agricultural cooperatives. 
For this reason, within the TIT we have to put greater emphasis upon increa- 
sing the educational level of the blue-collar workers, improving their job 
akille and raising the level of their socialist culture. 


The demand for increasing the intensity of knowledge is greatest in conjunc- 
tion with occupational competence. For this reason we have emphasized 

the question of occupational training and re-training in our study. 

TIT can aid the process of structural changes that are taking place in our 
national economy in several ways. But unfortunately, TIT organizations are 
not taking advantage of this opportunity everywhere. In some places they 
fail to live up to their obligations of disseminating scientific knowledge. 


In our directives we have defined our obligations concerning education as 
follows: "One of the important preconditions of our continued development 
is that our people's culture should continue to increase, that education 
should increasingly become a concern of society as a whole. We have to 
propagate far and wide the idea of the unity of social, economic and cultural 
development. We have to satisfy the growing interest in natural sciences, 
technical knowledge and social questions at a higher intellectual level. 
Special attention must be paid to the education of the workers and of 

young people. We have to increase the demands for reading, culture and edu- 
cation, and we have to make provisions to satisfy these demands at a high 
level. The activities of the various educational institutions must be coor- 
dinated more carefully, and the opportunities they exploited more intelli- 
gently. The conditions of the functioning of institutions of popular cul- 
ture must also be improved, and the quality of their work improved." 





In the spirit of the above, we are asking everyone of our members that-- 

in addition to their general goals--to pay special attention to elaborating 
the documents of the 12th party congress, to promoting the 1980 goals of the 
national economy [and] the guiding principles of the Sixth Five-Year Plan, 

to preparing for and carrying out the 1980 parliamentary and local council 
elections, to appropriately commemorating the 35th anniversary of our libera- 
tion and the 25th anniversary of the signing of the Warsaw Pact, and to 
political propaganda work in the cause of peace and disarmament. 
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Party Unity, Social Unity, A TwoeFront Struggle 


Somber historical experience shows that {f there ie a lack of unity within 
the party leading society, if ideological, political, etructural and func- 
tional unity within this party disintegrate, thie leads to the loosening 
of the relationship between che party end the masses, leading--in the final 
analysis--to disunity within soctety 


In order to preserve the ideological foundations of party unity, in 1957 
the party initiated a two-front atruggle, It began a fight for the purity 
of Marxist-Leninist ideology, as wel) ae againet revieioniem and dogmatiom. 


During the past 23 years the need for thie two-front struggle was voiced at 
every party congress and at every party conference, although in various con- 
texts. A few months ago, at the Csepel party conference, Comrade Kadar 

aleo called attention to this: “It te true that today we do not have orien- 
tations that in the past have supported dogmatiem, the personality cult, 

and revisionism. Nonetheless, certain the aspects of the two-front strug- 
gle initiated over two decades ago are still applicable today." 


In 1956, following the establishment of the Hungarian Workere' Party, the 
party confronted ite own image. This process began with the critical exa- 
mination of the causes of the counterrevolution, and continued with an ideolo- 
gical struggle againet those who wanted to fight either only against the 
"Right" or only against the "Left." The validity of this two front-struggle 
has been emply proven. Our internal cendition and our international posi- 
tfon became consolidated in a relatively short time, 


In the course of this two-front struggle we re-established the party's 

unity and rebuilt within it the Leninist norms. It was as a consequence 

of this policy that we restored legality to our country, developed democracy, 
created trust between the people and the party, and reorganized our agricul- 
ture. These achlevements made it possible for us to announce at the eighth 
party congress that we had succeeded in laying the foundations of socialism 
in our country. It was under the aegis of this two-front struggle that we 
cleansed our eadre politice of "Rightist’ and “Leftist” distortions. I, too, 
emphasized the significance of thie two-front struggle at the 1975 Budapest 
party Conference, and later at the ilth party congress. The examples given 
then are even more timely today than they were during the early 1970's, 
therefore, repeating them should not b« superfluous. 


It is part of historical] truth that meny thousands of our young party mem- 


bers have no direct experiences in thie area, and, at best, they can sense 
the significance of "Rightist-Leftist" deviations only in the international 
workers’ movement. For this very reeson--in my estimation--making them aware 
of this should be an important part of our educational policy. Different 
views are held even by members of the older generation of our party members. 
Some of this is based on emotiona! consideretions, for the pre-1956 years 
have left different impreesions in their wind And their reinterpreta- 


tion depende on one's political<ideologtcal maturity, on the ability to 





rise both intellectually and emotionally above one's personal interests, ae 
well ae on a willingness to aseume a critical and even self-critical atti- 
tude toward the past. And we are not identical in these matters. As a 
result--particularly in tense situations--we are not similarly seneitive 
toward the "Right" or the "Left." 


Let ue examine a few of the basic questions. Power ie the most important 
component of politics. Because everyday politics ie a constant part of 

our lives, we are understandably sensitive towards the abuse of power. 

It ie a basic tenet that one has to be able to live with power, and that 
one should never abuse it. We still recognize signe of abuse. Thies te 
particularly apparent because only he who has power, can abuse it. Un- 
doubtedly, there are leaders who go astray. Fortunately, their number is 
much fewer than most people assume, Those who abuse power, these "mini- 
kinge' who wrong society and use communal advantages to their own advantage 
are scorned by the people. And we rightfully condemn them in every respect. 
But we also encounter liberal, so-called "good" leaders, who pay no atten- 
tion to the fact that hundreds enrich themselves through unlawful means, 
who make various lesser or greater profite without having worked for them. 
There are differences between these two negative phenomena. But, it is 
wrong for one to condemn only the unlawful self-enrichment of single indivi- 
duale, while paying no attention to the losses caused by the ineffective- 
ness, the lack of watchfulness, the “liberalism” of certain leaders. We 
must fight against both of these phenomena. 


One of the important elements of power is cadre politics. Following 1957, 
everyone received with satisfaction the MSZMP proclamation of the unity of 
candor, sincerity, and truest in matters concerning personnel and the cadres. 
Prior to 1957 candor was an unknown concept, giving rise to distrust and du- 
plicity. Candor is truly the sign of trust, but only if it is accompanied 
by sincerity. But today it is sincerity that is often lacking. Of course, 
it ise more difficult to be sincere in an open society. But the absence 

of sincerity, ultimately, will lead to the same distrust that was produced 
by the "secretiveness" of the past. 


From the point of view of reinforcing power, the development of socialist 
democracy is essential. But there are different opinions even in this re- 
gard. There are those who think that we are going too far, who--driven by 
their selfish sectarianism--are asking the following question: "How far 
will the widening of thie democracy go? We can't see where it ends any 
more." Others believe that amidst today's more difficult economic condi- 
tions we need commands, dictates and a policy that does not tolerate dis- 
sent. They are convinced that we should rely on strong methods, instead of 
trying to convince and persuade. They also bel-eve that democracy liberali- 
zes, laxens, and destroys our strength. These individuals are unable to 
practice persuasion. They equate the power of the workers with "“dictator- 
ship," and they think of socialism simply as the dictatorship of a minority. 
They have false conceptions of the nature of the rule of the people, and 
they regard democracy and service to the people simply as slogans within 
our political system. 








There are aleo those who would like to see the triumph of the bourgeois 
version, and not of the soctaliat vereton of democracy, and thua they place 
the rights of the individual above the rights of the community. We have to 
atruggle againet this phenomenon, too, Firet, in self-defense, in the in- 
terest of socialiem; and second, because, willyenilly, thie view adds the 
cause of sectarianiem and of “Leftist” variation. The one thing that ie 
common in these two orientations ia that they both sap the strength of 
people's power. Both of them weaken social consciousness and intelligent 
commitment, and both hinder the epread of autonomy and lessen one's chance 
to "graduate" from the school of democracy. This is all the more deplorable, 
as the higher the level we achieve, the stronger will our socialist nation 
become. 


In 1975, I also expressed the view that it te not enough to take meneures 
againet those who plunder for themselves; we also have to struggle against 
equality-mongering. Was our struggle sufficiently forceful during the past 
5 years’? I do not think that we can be satisfied with ourselves. We have 
closed off several sources of profit that required no labor. (Land can no 
longer be used for financial speculation. We have enacted laws concerning 
personal property. We have regulated the buying and the selling of auto- 
mobiles. It is no longer possible to win two or three million on the lot- 
tery any more, etc.) Yet, new probleme were also created. Moreover, there 
arose a rightful dissatisfaction againet the beneficiaries of secondary in- 
comes. This phenomenon distorts our whole value system, and violates the 
principle of distribution based on one's work. 


This ie a very complex problem, and thus the struggle against it is also 
complex. There are those who wish to alter this situation by resorting to 
pilloring, by putting one to shame, by heaping abuse and condemnation, 

in other words through the use of slogans. Let there be misunderstanding: 
I condemn all violations of ethical norms. But morality alone is not going 
to solve the problem. The solution must be found primarily in our economic 
system, which can be aided by law and by morality, but not vice-versa. 


During the 1980's we have to be more forceful in our fight against equality- 
mongering than during the past decade. Our economic conditions are motiva- 
ting us towards thie goal, but our situation is made more difficult by the 
fact that this equality-mongering is deeply rooted in our social conscious- 
ness. Why? Because the indolent, the smal|-calibered and the mediocrities-- 
to whom social juetice means that all of us live on the same level--are 
beneficiaries of this system. Their watchword is no longer "equality poor," 
ae it wae thirty years ago; but rather “better, but not differently." 

This cannot be viewed as a socialist principle. This mistaken view does not 
encourage competence and diligence, and fails to support the building of an 
advanced socialist society. This is false humanitarianism, which has 

nothing to do with the socialist feacuree of our society in the same way that 
profits gained without work have no place either. 


And finally one more fact. Formerly, it was in vogue “to view everything 
through rose-colored glasses." But that was dishonest. In fact, to put it 








bluntly: It was a lie. Nowadaye, however, it is customary "to color every- 
thing black.” Thies is not new. It has been going on for years. It was 
intensified during the second half of the 1970's, urged on by the diffi- 
culties of our economic life. During the early 1960's, after terminating 
the categorization based on one's social origin, we passed the resolution 
concerning education of the children of blue-collar workers. We did this 

to counteract their disadvantageous background. Since then, the phrase 
"disadvantageous position" has become a common expression. Today, there ie 
hardly anyone in this country who would not be in a disadvantageous position 
in relation to someone or something elee. And this after 35 years of ma- 
terial and intellectual development such ae never before occurred in Hun- 
gary's history. Can anyone declare that in the 35th year of our liberation 
our country hae been transformed from a land of 3 million beggare into a 
country of "many million disadvantaged people?" Well, thie ie where this 
tendency "to color everything black" is bound to lead us. 


If IT sound too hareh in my judgmente, I have been encouraged to be so by the 
Congress’ guiding principles: "The primary goal of the epoch before us is 
to rely on our past gains, and thus to strengthen the socialist features 

of our society, to stabilize our achievements in the areas of production, 
standard of living, and conditions of life, and thereby to ensure the con- 
tinued development of our national economy, and the success of our work of 
socialist construction." 


The announcement of these guidelines was followed by an honest debate. If 
thie debate will move us and encourage us toward fulfilling our goals, then 
five years from now we shall rightfully proclaim that our politics has 
remained consistent, and our people and our society were further enriched 
both materially and intellectually.

DISSIDENT ECONOMIST PAINTS GLOOMY ECONOMIC, POLITICAL PICTURE 
Paris KULTURA in Polish No 4, Apr 80 pp 52-56 


{Interview with Edward Lipinski, member of the Poldeh Academy of Sciences, 
by Norbert Zaka, Stockholm, March 1980] 

[Text] Throughout my long life I have met remarkable people who, in 
spite of being very old, remain in full possession of their mental 
faculties, Never before, however, have I ever managed to get to know a 
92-year-old man with such a fresh and progressive mind, During private 
conversations he exhibits a phenomenal memory and he carries on a lively, 
intelligent, and witty conversation without ever losing its thread, 

Even more impressive is his ability to deliver an hour-long speech at a 
meeting of the Circle of Friends of KULTURA, at which more than 170 
people were present, Without looking at notes, he spoke easily, eagerly, 
interestingly, and he was able to cite statistics. During the discussion 
period he reacted quickly and wittily to the questions that were put to 
him, and he received storms of applause. 


Edward Lipinski without exaggeration can be called the Grand Old Man 

of Polish economics, He is a member of the Polish Academy of Sciences, 
he was president of the Polish Economics Society (he is now president 
emeritus), and he is an honorary member of a number of foreign institu- 
tions and scientific associations--the British Academy of Sciences, 
among others, 


Possessing an international reputation as an economist, professor Edward 
Lipinski, with other professors such as Oscar Lange and Kalecki, was 
asked after 1956 to join the Economic Council, whose task was to prepare 
a project of economic reforms. This project, which was worked on by the 
most distinguished Polish economists, was w fortunately not implemented 
by the government, 


Edward Lipinski completed his economic studies before the First World 
War in Leipzig and Zurich. In 1906 he joined the Polish Socialist Party- 


Left. He gave up politics and dedicated himself completely to scientific 
work.

Between the wars he was, smong other things, Director of the Research 
Institute on Economics, — during the Occupation he directed the secret 
higher institution of economics, firet in Warsaw and after the Uprising 
in Czestochowa, At that time he maintained connections with the Polish 
government in London, He joined the Polish Socialist Party [PPS], which 
this time he did not leave, when the PPS joined the Polish Workers’ Party 
in the PZPR, He could not, however, reconcile himself with the policies 
of the PZPR, which he criticized more than once, He was expelled from 
the PZPR, In a conversation with me he admitted that he had made a great 
mistake in not leaving the PZPR immediately after the PPS joined it, 
Taking a critical stand against the horrendous policies of the governmental 
authorities, he later joined the first, close-knit circle of founders 

of the Workers' Defense Committee [KOR]. 


Before returning to Poland, professor Edward Lipinski agreed to grant an 
interview to KULTURA, 


[Question] Articles have recently appeared in the Swedish press which 

take a very pessimistic view of the Polish economic situation, What is 
your opinion of the present situation, not only economic but political 

as well? 


[Answer] The economic situation in Poland can be termed a crisis. This 
is caused not only by indebtedness, howevermuch this influences the 
situation at present. The debt must be paid off andin order to pay it 

off, exports must be increased, Everything that can be exported is 

being exported: wood (forests are being cut down), coal, meat, etc. 

This causes shortages on the domestic market. Imports have been reduced 
and this has caused troubles with production. Imports for the pharmaceutical 
industry, for example, have been lowered and therefore there is a severe 
shortage of medicines. There is also a shortage not only of raw materials, 
but also of machinery and consumer goods. All of this leads to a lower- 
ing of the standard of living. 


Contracted debts must be paid for by somebody. Thepeople pay for it to 
a great extent by their lower standard of living. The crisis has been 
caused not only by the fact that large investments were financed through 
foreign credit, but also because in many cases these investments were 
not very effective. At first it was thought that new investments, 

based on a foreign license, would begin before long to produce goods 
which could be exported abroad and thus could pay off the debts con- 
tracted on these investments. This plan was not successful. 


On the other hand, many wistakes were made in the implementation of the 
ambitious plan aimed at the complete industrialization of Poland, the 
creation--as Gierek said--of a "New Poland." Such mistakes often con- 
sisted of the inadequate preparation of investment plans and, above all, 
in the creation of the so-called "narrow throats."" Investments were 
primari’y in heavy industry and not in consumer industries. Certain 
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sectione of the economy remained completely untouched, for example, agri- 
culture, transportation, electric power, housing, and hospitals, Ali of 
thie represented a curb on the development of the economy as a whole, 

If, for inatance, there ie coal but there are no care to transport it, 
consumers cannot be supplied with coal, The polish farmer has particu- 
lar difficulties in obtaining coal, If there ie a shortage of electric 
power, then from time to time, and even fairly often, the current is 

cut off not only to private dwellings but aleo to factories and hospitals. 
Because of thie, factories often grind to a halt, The housing situation 
has become a real catastrophe. A young man, even if he manages to eign 
up for @ cooperative apartment, which has nowadays become more difficult, 
must wait up to ten years to get it. The housing situation constantly 
gets worse, Non-expansion in agriculture and poor delivery of coal, of 
building materials, of electricity, of cattle feed, of agricultural 
machinery and tractors to farmers are reasons that agricultural pro— 
ductivity is low, This forces use to import enormous amounts of grain 

and feed, instead of exporting grain, anc to buy machinery and raw ma- 
terials, I am very pessimistic about the economic situation, 


\Question) How does Poland's political situation look in view of the 
economic catastrophe’? 


\Anewer| 1 suppose the political situation began to get worse after the 
8th Party Congress. There was an increase in repression against the 
opposition, Right before I left, two days before the Party Congress, 
the regular meeting of the KOR wae cancelled and people headed for that 
meeting were arrested and detained. Out of thirty people, only four 
managed to get to the place where the meeting was going to be held, 
This kind of thing is still going on. There was the case of the police 
breaking into a locked apartment which had been sealed up after a house 
search, Thus we can assume that in connection with the new personnel 
structure in the Bureau of Police a decision has been made to intensify 
repressive activities, At che same time, it would seem that earning 


the contidence of the masses is the necessary prerequisite for all 
actions which ere aimed at extricating ourseives from this grievous 
crisis. The party has lost this confidence completely, Democratic 
reiorms proclaimed, tor instance, by Rakowski, have, most obviously, 
been complete! y abandoned. 

\Question) What kind of activities can the democratic opposition within 
the country still undertak ) this steadily worsening political situa- 
tion What are the prospects for such opposition? 


|\Anewer) A new political situation arose in Poland after the events of 
19/6. Needless to say, other political organizations arose alongside 

the KOR, They are not political par in my opinion the time wes 

not ripe for the creation of poiitica’ parties which possessed their own, 
self-defined political programs. indeed, in the present political situation 


the only program is to fight for the democratization and the sovereignty 





of the nation, We shall postpone other concerns until later when the 
country will be able to govern iteelf, when the domination of a single 
party and the dependence on a foreign power will come to an end, There- 
fore, | eee no need for internal political conflicts, Basically, there 
ie no difference politically between the KOR, the position of the Church, 
and the policies of the Movement for the Defense of Human and Civil 
Rights. Nevertheless, | think that a certain differentiation is justified 
by considerations of ambition, ethology, or emotion, The KOR hae be- 
come a sort of representative of the people because it ie made up of 
people with differing attitudes toward the world and toward politice, 
Among the members of the KOR are two priests, many former membere of the 
PPS, former communists, and persone with conservative attitudes, There 
are no political discrepancies within the KOR, The formation of a poli- 
tical party, ae wae done by Leszek Mocezuleki, seems to me a rather super- 
flous move politically. The charges which Moceuleki raises against the 
KOR are completely ridiculous (the KOR is supposed to be engaged in a 
dialogue with the authorities). On the other hand, it ie hard for me 

to believe the charges which many raise against Moczulski, 


[Question] Which political views predominate today in Polish society? 


[Answer] You're asking me about the political views of contemporary 
society. It seems to me that the mass of Polish society is to a great 
extent depoliticized; our society possesses no leaders, press, or poli- 
tical information, There are no political disucssions in Poland, 
Society is swamped with falsified and distorted information, it cannot 
establish open political organizations which contain large numbere of 
people, and beyond this--because of the existence in the country of 

only one employer, which forces people to accept one ideology--society 
is forced to accommodate itself to existing conditions, Not only ie the 
man who openly expresses different views threatened with the loss of his 
job, but his family as well will be faced with difficulties. There 
exists in Poland that which in Germany is called "Berufsverbot" [Ban on 
practicing one's profession], 


Professor Edward Lipinski was invited to Sweden by the Institute of Economic 
Sciences at Stockholm University, and specifically by the Nobel prize 
winner, professor Gunnar Myrdal. As a representative of the KSS "KOR" 

he was welcomed by the leader of the Swedish Social Democratic Party 

and the union and cooperative movement. A formal lunch was held in his 
honor, during which Lipineki gave a speech about the situation of the KOR, 


During his stay in Stockholm and Oslo, Lipinski met with a number of emi- 
nent persons, among whom was the permanent secretary of the Swedish 
Academy of Literature, doctor Lars Gyllensten, 


In light of the conversations that professor Lipinski has had with the 
Swedes, some of which were in private, | asked him at the end of the in- 
terview what impressions he had received from these conversations concerning 
Polish affairs.

FULL EQUALTTY OF NATLONAL MINORITIES ASSERTED

[Excerpte}] In resolving the nationality problem, the party and our 
socialist state have started with the premise of the recognition of the 
existence of national minorities on the territory of the country as a 
result of historic development and of the fact that Hungarians, Germans, 
Serbs and peoples of other nationalities are living together with the 
Romanian people. At the same time, populations of Romanian nationality 
remained in the neighboring countries and, to a greater or lesser extent, 
in other countries, living with the respective peoples. This is an 
objective reality and ‘he failure to take it into account is at the basis 
of those tendentious “theories,” manufactured by the exponents of 
reactionary ideology for the purpose of accrediting the idea that they 
were peoples which did not have deep roots in the distant historic past 
and that “newer peoples" would have to acknowledge their inferiority in 
relation to "old" peoples. 


Stressing the reactionary character of such “theories” and exposing tendencies 
toward a subjectivist interpretation and distortion of historical data, 

the Romanian Communist Party, in the light of historic truth, considers that 
“one cannot pose the problem of judging peoples on the basis of when they 
settied on a certain territory or make differentiations of rights on this 
basis but on the basis of historic realities, which cannot be changed by 
anyone, consistently applying a policy of full equality and mutual respect 
among peoples, among nations and nationalities, respecting the national 
entity of each one, assuring harmonious collaboration, brotherhood, and 
solidarity in the common struggle for the cause of freedom and social and 
national justice, progress and prosperity for each people, peaceful 
coexistence and collaboration of all nations.” 


The fundamental law of the country categorically prohibits any type of 
restriction or discrimination on nationality considerations, any nationalist

[Article by Dr Olimpiu Matichescu, principa) entific researcher in the 
Inetitute of Historical and Sociopolitical 5: «© in the Central Committee 
of the Romanian Communist Party: "The Source the Moral Strength of the 
Communiste--Firmness of Revclutionary Convictions and Unity of Action--the 
42d Anniversary of the Victory of the Political Regime in the Prisons") 


[Excerpts] It has become a tradition to celebrate, at the beginning of 
April, an important victory of the Romanian Communist Party--the triumph, 
in 1938, of the political regime for the imprisoned communist and anti- 
fascist militants, an impressive testimony of the invincible force of our 
Communist Party in the years of illegality. 


In their hatred of communism, the dominant classes instituted in the prisons 
a regime of harsh terror; the conditions in which the communist and anti- 
fascist militant were held were evidence of the premeditated intention 

to destroy them physically and morally. Characteristic of this in parti- 
cular was the situation of Doftana, conceived, from its construction, as a 
central disciplinary jail in which revolutionary fighters, in particular, 
were imprisoned. There were created in the jails, and especially in Doftane, 
party organizations composed of imprisoned militants which carried on a con- 
tinual political work for the purpose of strengthening the internal cohe- 
sion of the collectives of political prisoners. 


The new contingents of communist and anti-fascist militant arrested in the 
1935-1936 period had a significant role in strengthening party life in 
Doftana; the young revolutionary militant Nicolae Ceausescu, sentenced by 
the military tribunal of army corps No 5 in Brasov to 2 and 1/2 years in 
prison, wae brought to Doftana in August 1936. His political maturity, 
courage and revolutionary intransigence, demonstrated on numerous occasions, 
such as in his appearances before the organs of investigation and the mili- 
tary tribunal and in the struggle against the despotic practices used by the 
administration of the prison, constituted a valuable advantage for the col- 
lective of communist and anti-fascist fighters imprisoned in Doftana in 
their struggie to obtain a political system.

USE OF LITERATURE IN ANTIRELIGIOUS EDUCATION 
Bucharest REVISTA DE PEDAGOGIE in Romanian Mar 80 pp 39-41

[Text] Along with the sciences and complementary to them, art, philosophy, 
and ethics play an important role in freeing man frow any form of 
domination, providing him with a true perception of tne manifestations in 
nature and in society, and deflecting him from the influence of religious 
dogma. 


A look at Romanian literature from its beginnings to our times, discloses 
firm orientations in asserting man's value, his freedom and his right to 
freely dispose of his abilities, as well as a position opposed to 
theological thinking and to attempts at reducing man to the function of 
instrument in the hands of a force external to his world. 


It is thus possible to speak of the dominance of a laic spirit in Romanian 
literature, as a valid statement even when referring to popular Literature. 
In fact, the frequent laic representations in learned literature can be 
explained by the fact that the latter, during its own development, adopted 
the spirit of popular literature by borrowing its formative elements. 


In lessons which refer to popular literature, passages can be found which 
demonstrate the desanctification process in narratives that mention God and 
St. Peter. It will be noted that they descend to earth and behave like poor 
travellers, seeking lodging for the night; to assuage their hunger they 
receive all sorts of food like dry bread and corn pone. They are not 
recognizable in their human aspect. It has been repeatedly stated that the 
people imagine Biblical characters in an earthly setting and with earthly 
behavior, and their relationships with each other and with eartly beings as 
similar to those that are established among neighbors in village 
communities.

The peasants’ conception in scenes involving saints can also be found in 
Budai-Deleanu's epic "Tiganiada", where we find earthly aembodiments: Sain’ 
Medru (in the familiar mede of speech) is riding "his dappled mare," and 
Variaam's ass shouts "Sain' Spiridon, he is still waiting!" and "What do you 
care, Spiridon?" 


The active Life principle, so often asserted in the learned literature, is 
similarly based on popular literature, It stands against the belief of 
powerlessness in the face of the adversities of nature and of society, and 
of man's inability to escape the tron jaws of a superior will that dictates 
his life. Sueh for instance, is the principle of fairy tales, They are 
dominated by the concept of struggle to punish the wicked and to redress the 
wrongs they cause, The same concept is also found in heroic or outlaw 
ballads, 


To fully understand the poem "Emperor and Proletarian,"” its interpretation 
also demands an analysis of the two attitudes it expresses toward Life: 
action and passivity. In the proletarian's speech, revolutionary action 
appears as the sole means for changine inhuman Living conditions, for 
replacing an an inequitable world with a just one, In exchange, the Cesar's 
meditation is permeated by the idea of abandoning the struggle and accepting 
any Situation, because it comes from a superior force and there exists no 
possibility for avoiding its action. [his means condemning man to 
inactivity and blind subjection to social and spiritual domination, The 
pessimism of the Cesar's meditation is explained by his position, dethroned 
and exiled, and this pessimiam is supported by the exploiting class, which 
aware of its undermined situation, proclaims the futility of any human 
attempt at changing the social structure, 


One poet who particularly advocates action, for whom life equals action, is 
jeorge Cosbuc. The supreme Life principie is action, its subversion is 
retreat, cowardice: "Life is a struggle; so fight / With love for life, 
with yearning." Also in Cosbuc's poetry, we find the assertion that life 
cannot be Lived no matter how, that true life is led according to superior 
commandments, important among which is its dignified pursuit. In the poem 
"Decebal to the People," the identity Lifesedependency is nullified as 
inapropriate for the essence of humanity, to be replaced by another concept , 


the free Lifezmanifestation: "This life is a lost cause / When it's not 
Lived as you have wished," or "It makes no difference if you die / Young san 
or olc and bent; / But it is not the same to die / Just like a dog in 
chains." The conclusion is that man has the power to shape his life as he 
wishes, as he dreams, and that action is the only means to achieve it. 

The novel "The Hatchet,” by Mihall Sadoveanu, once more illustrates the 


action principle in organizing one's life, and the refusal to remain a 
non-participant in Life. The dominant factor in the actions of Vitoria 
Lipan — this mountain woman -- is not the recourse to witcheraft or the 
consultations with a oriest, but the decision to go forth to find her 
disappearec husband, the firmness with which she conducts her search, and 
the legitimacy of the punishment which ts inflicted on the two guilty 
parties (which has nothing in common with the concept of Christian mercy). 





These are examples which prove that action and deeds are major orientations 
in mankind's existence, 


The threat of death, of an afterlife, have been part of the arsenal of the 
exploiting classes for time immemorial. 


Dimitrie Cantemir, an established thinker in our culture, asserts that death 
{3 a natural phenomenon, man representing as he does, the union of the two 
opposites, life and death: "All mortals in their breast forever bear two 
fates, the flowers of death and those of life, and from the hour we are 
conceived they entwine with us in all our wanderings, in all our pauses, and 
all our days.” ("Hieroglyphic History") In the writer's notion, death must 
be awaited without fear; to those who are wise, it provides moderation, and 
so, an occasion for deliberation, for philosophising. In disclosing the 
institutions of constraint on which the bourgeois state is based, the poem 
"Emperor and Proletarian" includes religion, stressing the the use it makes 
of the concept of a reward after death: "For if the heart did not hold 

hope for a reward, / You'd still be carrying a burden like a beast at the 
plow," or “And you were made to believe that you would be rewarded," 


The same attitude toward death as a natural phenomenon is found in the poem 
"The Oak," by Lucian Blaga. Nothing approaches the poetry of painful 
lament, the attitude expressed stemming from an awareness of death as a 
natural phenomenon, As for Eminescu in "Cezara," death for Blaga means a 
return to the primary circuit of the elements: "Entombed tonight, / At 
night I will shine forth with it." ("Evening Voice") 


These two polar attitudes -- calm and terror -- engendered by the awareness 
of the nearness of death, are also found in Horia Lovinescu's play "Death of 
an Artist." Manole Crudu, principal character in the play, has been 
accustomed to dominate life; the knowledge of his illness and the 
prohibition against further sculpting, places him in an unstable condition 
from which he tries to escape, failing however in his successive attempts. 
Having reached this point, he gives free rein to his fear of death, which he 
materializes in a sculptural group. Talking about him, Aglaia says: "I 
felt that I understood what he saw, that I also was seeing I don't know 
what, death, or something else." Freed of his fear of death while engaged 
in his work, Manole rejects his sculpture: "It was not I who made it, Vlad, 
it was my fear. Now, the fear is no longer in me, but there on the 
pedestal, dissolute and shameless. That's why I laughed before, because all 
of a sudden I discovered that I was no longer afraid." Dada Domnica 
represents the other, sheeplike attitude toward death: its understanding 
and acceptance as a necessary phenomenon. She considers Manole's 
transposition of his fear of death into stone as unnatural, brutally 
exceeding and overstepping the true purpose of man on earth, And when 
Manole points out that the men in his sculpture have perceived death 
differently from her, the woman replies: "Is that why they stare with such 
terror? As if it was a big accomplishment to die, Manole. That is the 
rule, What you have carved there is pure sin. You would do better to 
shatter it so no one will see it. What do they want? Life is life, death 
is death. Why confuse them? It is not right, Manole, you are transgressing 
the law." 
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Manole's death is not the drama of defeat or of man's worhlessness, but that 
of his allmightiness, In leaving, Manole leaves a world which he has 
embellished with his work, Although the play's closing notes the death of 
the artist, it ts an optimistic one oecause it asserts the domination of 
life: "“Manole (smiling): She is still the strongest. Do you hear her? / 
Vlad: Who? / Manole (smiling): The nightingale," 


Another consistent orientation in Romanian literature has been its criticism 
of the church and its representatives, a long and established tradition. 


In the correspondence of the first Romanian humanist, Nicolaus Olahus, with 
Erasmus of Hotterdam, we find a denouncement of the abuses of some clerics 

and of the hyprocrisy of monks, Foliowing this, another extremely powerful 
volce is heard in the anti-churech and anti-religious tract of Ioan Sommer, 

secretary at the princely co.” of ltacob Eraclid Despot, professor and 


leader of the Latin Sehool ° ‘otnari. In the fragment which we quote, he 
indicts the mercantilism o t e Catholic Church, the opulent lives of the 
great prelates, and the e itaLion of man's consciousness: "With money it 


rents the heavens: with t money of those redeemed! / With money it sells 
the gods, forgiving the perjurers." 


Anti-clerical and anti-religious satire acquires a violent tone in 

Tl, RBudal-Deleanu's “Tiganiada," pointing out the opposition of the rising 
bourgeoisie to the outdated institutions of feudalism, openly accusing the 
church of trading in religious consciousness. Despite the separation 
between churches, the author's opinion is that they have one element in 
common, the passion for money, exhibited both by the head of the 
Roman-Catholic Chureh, the Pape, and by that of the Orthodox Church, the 
Patriarch: “The Pope sells holy gifts / For pieces of gold; and the 
Patriarch / First buys them from Vizant. / From bishop to arch-ecclesiast, / 
All sell that which they bought, / That which should be offered as a gift." 
In the spirit of true humanism, the writer rises against the anti-human 
practices of the representatives of various religions, committed in the name 
of the so-called true faith. 


An interesting gallery of churchmen presented by Ion Creanga in 
"Childhood Memories." Priests and monks are more interested in worldly 
deeds than dedicated to divine ones. When Father Oslobanu finds his house 
threatened by the horde of children bringing greetings on the eve of 


Saint Vasile's Day, he restrains neither his expressions nor his gestures: 
"...he bewan with a few sharp whacks " and "...wham! threw a piece of 


firewood after us..." Their education is changeable: from raspberry pails 
to “ail sorts of picky details," to fiehts, Religious arguments can be very 
violent and settied with scuffles: “And whami ne threw the large prayer 


book at the monks. Then, grabbine a massive brass candlestick holder he 
took off after them with curses, And Fathers Duhu and Teofan tore up their 
Slippers, running more on their knees than on their feet." From experience, 
the people developed a clear opinion of the servants of the church: "As 
they say: All a priest has to have are horse's feet, a wolf's mouth, a face 
like tree bark, and the belly of a mare, and he needs nothing else. God 
forgive me, but it would certainly be a good thing if the church's face was 
differenti" 














In closing this short analysis, we can conclude that at each point of its 
development, Romanian literature is characterized by its spirit of humanism 
("All humanism contains a bit of atheism, An interest in the affairs of man 
means laicism, and indicates a secularized attitude of the soul." Mihail 
Ralea) and rationality, in protest against any form of domination (social, 
national, or religious). 


The fundamental character of our literature is its anthropocentricity and 
the placement of man at the focus of all interests; man with all his 
problems, concerns, wishes, and aspirations, an element asserted from the 
beginnings of Romanian literature: "Not a slave, but master of the world 
they have made you; as such, it does not own you, but you own it," 

(D. Cantemir, "The Divan")

According to SCINTELA, Doctor Nicolae Togan “cleared up the mystery": "The 
patient belongs to a sect of fanatice called ‘Jehovah's Witnesses,’ which 
among other obscurantist precepts, forbids blood transfusions. The ‘man 


with the amputated hand’ is one of thel: ‘prophets.’ A real prophet of 
death.” 

The writer goes to the house of wig, talke to him and learns that 
in his youch he was a member of the 5S troops. He lost his hand “in Nazi 
Germany, in those death detachments.” After the war, he returned home

hie r wai of medical treatmen e emiled cynically and said: "He wil! 
find is mfort above. 

When asked how he spends his time, he said that he talks to children and 
shows them the “road to salvatior Aiba Tulla, he meets with his friend: 
in the evening. ‘We discuss thin, nd we advise each other. I still 

ome up against some people who d t understand, hooligans as you call 


tnem. wh throw stones at ty window 























Duta saya: "All this under the mask of an honorable citizen! I look at 
the beautiful carpets, in the beautiful apartment of the ‘prophet.’ Hie 
monthly income? 550 lei. Then where does the money for the apartment, the 
carpets, the travels through the country and the opulence come from? Until 
the ‘kingdom of a thousand years' comes, the ‘prophet,’ ae a practical 
individual, knows how to excellently arrange his earthly affairs. Thies 
Jehovah's Witness religion is profitable"! 


Duta relates the second case. A disciple of Ludwig's, Ion Pavel, gained 

an influence over Letitia Sidor and, especially, over her son Gheorghe. 

The boy dropped out of the 12th grade in the industrial secondary school 
saying: "What good is a diploma now that Armageddon, the end of the world, 
is coming." He went to work in the machine enterprise for a short time 

and then was drafted into the armed forces. Then the “coup de grace" oc- 
curred: He refused to respond to the call to military service. In accord- 
ance with the law, he was sentenced to 3 years in prison. 





"In her despair, Letitia Sidor thought that she could break up the wasps’ 
nest by throwing stones at the window of the place where the ‘brothers’ were 
meeting. This was not successful. Then she wrote letters to workers in 
the equipment enterprise where one of the Jehovah's Witness chiefs, Lon 
Pavel, worked. Many workers in the foundry of the enterprise listened to 
the case as described by Comrade Petru Nasui, chairman of the workers 
council. The amazement that they had in their midst such a charlatan, such 
a deceiver, filled them with indignation. They decided unanimously to 
Strengthen educational activity, illuminated by the truths of scientific 
materialism, in order to prevent such human disasters.

[Text] I survived the “death camps” because I steadfastly believed, 

I stubbornly believed. | survived because in the fight against death 

1 was not alone. Next to my shoulder I felt the shoulders of my comrades 
in suffering. In the dreadful fight against death, I heard their hearte 
beating in unison with mine. We did not know each other's name; we did 
not even speak the same languages. We were united and made brothers by 
the pain, hope and desire to survive. Hundreds of thousands and millions 
of us were thrown into the extermination camps. Few, painfully few, of 

us survived. 


As a homage paid to those who did not return, I felt from the first 
moment of liberation and I will always feel a full solidarity with those 
people anywhere in the world, regardless of the situation and country, 
who faced death in the name of life. It is not possible, therefore, for 
me not to be concerned, not to follow with my heart in my throat along 
with so many others the titanic struggle that is being waged everywhere, 
including in our country, against one of the most merciless enemies in 
our lives - cancer. So, approximately three years ago I came to know one 
of the daring pioneers in this dramatic battle: doctor Mihai Leontopol. 


He who wants to know this ma., to know his generosity and self-sacrifice, 
and the scope and efficiency of his investigations, does not have to 

speak with him. It is enough to see the people's faces hardened by pain 
and the others who daily knock on his office door or who clutch in their 
hands the x-ray folders, the unforgiving diagnosis folders of "my mother," 
“my son,” “my sister" or “my aunt,” and then to see the sudden sparkle 

of light in their eyes when Dr Leontopol welcomes them into his office. 

It is enough to see how those who come for the first time lose their 
deeply wrinkled brows as they each listen to him tell of the older 
patients that have had truly miraculous improvements after treatment. 
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My friend, M.A., told me how, one day, he was waiting to get some 
medicine for hia father when a little old woman came out of the 
docotor's office with tears of joy running down her cheeks, saying

return to their families, happiness ood work, that for many of them 

the days of suffering that were nightmares are gone for years, thanks 
to the “Leontopol” medicine, and that others feel a clear improvement, 
constituting additional arguments ‘o believe in the success of this 
research. 


Recently, | found out, with coneternation, the incredible news that

And, it is a salutary fact, I would 
say a spectacular tact, that for some people who were discharged from 
the hospital, because nothing more could be done and death was imminent, 





the "Leontopol"” treatment extended their lives by a year or two or 
just several months. There were, naturally, aleo some cases when the 
sick pereon did not respond. It was, however, acientifically and 
rigorously demonstrated that the medicine has no negative side- 
effects whatsoever. 


As far ae I am concerned, knowing and seeing with my own eyes so

I cannot but be with those who 
understand this fact, those who support the birth and affirmation of 
the new, those who encourage all the Leontopolse who want to and give 
something to their country and humanity, something daring, original 
and necessary. Yee, Leontopol's research and its support, through the 
results obtained to date, have become a great cause or, as the chief 
editor of FLACARA stated, a chance, a chance of national proportions 
and, why should we not hope, of world proportions. 


I cannot understand why, when a cured cancer case is assuredly presented 
in our country, some people look upon it with disbelief, saying from 

the beginning, "It is impossible," "In our country," "Him?". Certainly, 
there is need for rigorous checks and scienti‘ic precision. But, all 
this has nothing in common with passivity, prejudice, labeling and 
suspicion. A man, no matter how daring, how strong his spirit of 
sacrifice, must feel the support of those around him and hear the 
heartbeats alongside his that are animated by the same belief and 

hope in success and he needs encouragement so as not to tire, just 

as the secretary general of the party has stressed many times. This 

is the source of the political and moral duty of all levels in all 
fields, beginning with the smallest chief right up to the minister,
